A. PROTECTION. 

Legislation. 

Two Regulations were enacted in the year under 
report. 

Regulation I of 1062 was passed to modify and re¬ 
enact the law relating to the fees payable on suits, appeals 
and other civil proceedings and to levy court fees on a 
certain class of petitions in criminal cases. The existing 
law on the subject—Regulation II of 1053—was very im¬ 
perfect. It contained no rules for the valuation of suits 
and for fixing the amount of court fees leviable in suits 
whose value could not be estimated. There were further, 
no provisions in it to enable courts to refund court fees in 
cases where the party had a good reason to claim such 
refund. To remedy these defects and to levy a fee in 
cases of Criminal trespass, defamation, disputed possession 
&c. which partake of the nature of civil proceedings, it 
was found necessary to pass the present law. It has also, 
where necessary, lightened the existing tax on certain 
classes of suits. 

Regulation H of 1062 was enacted to settle un¬ 
certainties which had arisen out of the old law of Limi¬ 
tation and to embody as far as possible all the provisions 
of that law in a single Regulation. The chief objects 
aimed at were to fix a date from which the period oflimi- 
tation should be computed in cases of every day occurrence, 
to elucidate by explanations, and illustrations portions of 
the Regulation which are not sufficiently clear, and to 
provide rules for the acquisition of rights by prescription. 




2. Two' Royal Proclamations were also issued during 
tlie year, one relinquishing the right to arrears of fees 
due on transfers of Sircar Pattam lands prior to 1060, the 
fees on transfers subsequent to that date having been 
already remitted by a Royal Proclamation in 1059—vide 
para 2 c of the Administration Report of that year. The 
other remitted certain penalties recoverable on documents 
engrossed on unstamped cadjans at a time when the law 
required certain classes of instruments to-be engrossed on 
cadjan (palm leaf) bearing a Government stamp. When 
the Registration Regulation came into force in 1043, the 
law requiring the use of stamped cadjans was repealed, 
but still the penalties incurred for breach of that law in 
previous years continued to be levied whenever documents 
written on unstamped cadjan were produced in evidence 
till remitted by the recent Proclamation. 

3. There were several other legislative enactments 
which were considered during the year and were in different 
stages of progress viz,— 

A law for the better regulation of the salt monopoly 
and for the punishment of offences connected with the 
smuggling of tobacco and opium which are now very 
indefinitely provided for by an old law enacted over 50 
years ago: I 

A law to enable the Government to reserve foresits 
and better conserve them, as well as to adjust claims 
advanced to tracts of forests by private Jemmies: j 

A law to enable Revenue officers to summon witnesses 
in eases which come up for decision before them and jjfco 
punish disobedience of such summons: | 

A law for the incorporation of joint-stock companies 
with limited liability: and above all, j 

A law to establish a council to assist the Governme] it 
in matters of legislation. 1 

4. The passing of the enactments will be recorded i u 
the current year’s report. 

5. The High Court carefully considered and submitted 
to Government a law for amending the Code of Civil 
Procedure drafted by Dr. Ormsby, and also a revised Code 
of Criminal Procedure drafted by the Chief Justice.

10. Mew clothing for the Brigade was purchased from 
New clothing. f e A™y Clothing Department 

for Rs 5,441-As. 14-P. 6 and for the Body 
Guard for Rs 1,503-As.8-P. 1. The new khaki turban with 
crest was also served out to the men in lieu of the forage 
cap previously in use. 


11. Mew colors for the two Battalions of the Brigade were 
also procured from the Army Clothing Department at a cost 
of Rs 2,632-As.7-P. 7. 


12. A portable bandstand such as is generally in use in 
British Regiments was purchased for the Brigade Band.

This 
additional number is rendered necessary to perform such 
duties as escorting treasure and to meet emergent calls.

23. It is satisfactory to note that no Inspector was dis¬ 
missed during the year. Besides the departmental punish¬ 
ments noticed above, 73 men were criminally prosecuted 
with the result that 21 were convicted as shown below:—

the force who have successfully gone through departmental 
examinations, 156 of whom have passed the station-house 
officer’s test and 441 the constable’s test. 


27. 114 constables, 10 head constables and one Inspector 

were employed in guarding the Jails mar¬ 
ginally noted at a cost of Rs 12,113-22-2. 
The new jail at Poojapurah having been 
completed and occupied during the year 
under review and the subjail maintained 
there abolished in consequence, there 
was a reduction of 2 head constables 
and 17 constables in the strength of the jail police, and a 
corresponding reduction in the cost of jail guards. The 
average number of convicts guarded in these jails was 
628 per diem. 


28. 2,909 short-sentenced prisoners were also guarded 
during the year by the police in 45 suh- 
prisoners OTt " SeUtB110ed sidial 7 j ails aild lock-ups, the average 
duration of confinement being 15-12 days 
against 16-8 in 1061.

48. 41 cases of murder were reported to the Police 
. during the year and one case was pending 

111 a ' detection at its commencement, thus mak¬ 

ing 42 cases for the Police to deal with. Of these, 5 were 
referred as false and one was pending detection at the close 
of the year. The remaining 36 cases involving 69 persons 
were charged, with the result that 11 cases against 24 per¬ 
sons were discharged and 19 cases against 39 persons end¬ 
ed in conviction, leaving 3 cases against 3 persons before 
the Magistracy and 3 cases against 3 persons before the 
Courts of session at the close of the year.

45. The results are the, best in the Trevandrum and 
Quilon divisions. 

46. 40 cases were returned as dacoities during the year. 

One of these was a daring torch-light 

Dacoities. robbery committed at Moovattupulay by 

an armed gang from Native and British Cochin with the 
assistance of certain bad characters of North Travaneore. 
Almost all the dacoits were arrested and a great portion of 
the property lost, recovered. Most of the culprits were 
sentenced to long terms of imprisonment. The Police 
Superintendent states that considerable difficulty was ex¬ 
perienced in the detection of this case, and the successful 
issue was chiefly due to the hearty co-operation of the 
Police of Native Cochin and British India. The rest of 
the dacoities were of the ordinary kind, by far the greater 
number being merely entry upon property with some show 
of force under color of a civil right. 

47. Together with 2 cases pending detection at the end 
of the previous year there was a total of 42 eases. Of this 
number, 29 were struck off as false and 2 were pending 
investigation at the close of the year. 11 cases involving 
86 persons were charged and 2 were pending trial at the 
beginning of the year. Of the cases charged, 7 ended in 
acquittal, while, in three, convictions were secured. The 
rest'were pending trial before the Courts of session. 
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48. 114 eases were reported under this head during tho 

year. This together with 3 eases pend- 
Kobberies. i n g investigation at the close of 1061 

made a total of 117 cases, of which', 47 were charged before 
the magistracy, with the result that 30 ended in conviction 
and 17 in acquittal. The remaining 70 cases were referred 
as false.

49. 358 cases of house-breaking were reported during 
the year. There were, at the close of 
Hanso-breatmg. 1061, 31 cases pending investigation. 
The total number of cases to be dealt with was therefore 389, 
out of which, 158 were struck off as false. Of the remain¬ 
ing 231 cases, 35 were pending investigation at the close of 
the year. The rest, namely 196 cases against 384 persons 
were charged before the magistrates. There were, besides, 
11 cases against 41 persons pending trial at the end of the 
previous year, thus making a total of 207 cases against 
425 persons. Of these, 151 cases against 234 persons 
ended in conviction, 47 eases against 148 persons in ac¬ 
quittal and the remaining 9 cases against 43 persons were 
pending’ trial at the close of the year. 


50. Under this class, 136 cases against 250 persons were 
charged by the police, of which 100 
attie-the a. cases a g a j nst 174 persons -ended in con¬ 

viction and the remaining 36 cases against 76 persons in 
discharge. Of cattle worth Rs. 3,490 said to have been lost, 
animals of the value of Its. 3,246 or 90T per cent were 
recovered. 
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51. 1,790 eases of ordinary thefts were reported during 

„ the year and together with 10 cases 
Or “arytlets. pending detection at the end of the 
previous year, made a total of 1,800 cases. Of these, 491 
cases were struck off as false during the year and 14 were 
pending detection at its close, leaving 1,295 cases against 
1,993 persons charged before the magistracy. There were, 
besides, 33 cases against 47 persons pending trial at the 
end of 1061. Of the number .charged, 964 cases against 
1,316 persons ended in conviction and 332 cases against 
610 persons in acquittal. The remaining 32 cases against. 
114 persons were pending trial at the close of the year. 

52. 463 cases were referred under sections 109 and 146 

of the Criminal Procedure Code by the 
M^strates etelTei1 by Magistrates to the police, of which, 175 
1 ' cases were struck off as false under 

sections 117 and 125. 


53. On the other hand, 1,221 cases were referred by 

the police for the orders of the Magis- 
the PoKce VefeWed ^ Crates under sections 117 and 125 of the 

Criminal Procedure Code, of which, 957 
were ordered to be struck off. 

54. 295 cases affecting 591 persons charged by the 

police as true were found on trial to be 
ohsrgetl 1)7 false. The number- of such cases 
tae ponce. c l ial .g. ed in 1060 was 445 against 359 

in. 1061. The comparison shows that greater discretion 
was used by the police in charging cases before the Magis¬ 
tracy. 

55. Of 53 head-stations and 103 sub-stations, the 

Superintendent of Police left unvisited 
Inspection. y 0 f the former and 66 of : the latter. 

The Assistant Superintendent of Cotta,yam left 2 head- 
stations and 14 sub-stations uninspected and the Assistant 
in the Southern Division, 7 sub-stations, while the Assistant 
at Quilon left only one sub-station uninspected during the 
year. 

56. It was stated in the last report that a sum of 

Rs. 8,218 was realized and that Rs. 5,000 
Superannuation Fund. ^ amoun t was lodged with Messrs. 
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Arbuthnot and Co. Madras as a fixed deposit. A sum of 
Rs. 8,320-15-9 having been realized during the year under 
report, British Rs. 6,000 were deposited with the above 
bankers. There was thus a sum of British Rs. 11,000 
lying at interest to the credit of the Fund up to the end 
of the year. 

57. The working of the Police on the whole must be 
regarded as satisfactory and shows considerable improve¬ 
ment in many points over 'the work of the previous year.

-59. With a view to afford relief to the District Magis¬ 
trate of Pulpanabliapuram, the taluq Magistrate of Braniel 
was invested with 1st class powers. Two 3rd class Magis¬ 
trate’s Courts (Taluq Sumprethy Magistrates of Yycome 
and Cottayam) were abolished, while two 3rd class Magis¬ 
trate’s Courts, one at Areecooty and the other at Paravoor, 
were created during the year. This, as well as certain 
other changes in the personnel of some of the Magistrate’s. 
Courts, left at the end of the year, 13 first class Magistrate’s 
Courts, 23 second class Magistrate’s Courts and 25 third 
class Magistrate’s Courts, or in all 61 Courts, which gives a 
Magistrate’s Court for every 68• 7 square miles of inhabited 
country. ‘ 

60. Together with the arrears &c. there were on the 
files of the Magistrates 15,223 cases 
T eir es ' affecting 36,340 persons for disposal 

against 15,557 cases affecting 36,682 persons in' the pre¬ 
vious year. This shows a decrease of 334 cases and 342 
persons. 



61. In the last year’s report it was observed that since 
1058, the files of the Magistrates had been steadily increas¬ 
ing from year to year. We now find a downward tendency. 

62. 15,167 oases affecting 36,205 persons were disposed 

, of during the year against 15,488 oases 

isposa . affecting 36,469 persons in the preceding 

year, shewing a decrease of 321 cases and 264 persons. But 
this decrease is due to the smaller number of cases for dis¬ 
posal, the ratio of disposals to the number on the file showing 
an improvement on the past year. 

63. The number of cases pending at the close of the 
year was 56 affecting 135 persons as against 69 cases and 
213 persons in the year preceding.

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72. It is satisfactory to find that there has been a de¬ 
crease in the number of cases of a petty nature, such as as¬ 
sault and use of criminal force, criminal trespass, simple 
mischief and petty thefts which form the built of our cri¬ 
minal cases. But there has been an increase in certain 
classes of offences reported, such as culpable homicide not 
amounting to murder, hurt, robbery and extortion, forgery 
and offences by or relating to public servants. “ But it has 
to be noted” observe the High Court “that most of the 
so-called robbery cases were either false, or civil disputes 
in disguise.” Judging from the nature of the disposals 
there is no reason to fear that there has been a substantial 
increase m the number of offences of the graver kind. 

73. The number of persons charged with murder before 
the magistracy was 79 against 76 in the previous year. 
Of these, 59 were committed to the Sessions Courts against 
52 in the previous year, and 20 discharged for want of evi¬ 
dence against 21 in 1061.. Of those committed, 50 were 
tried on indictments for murder and the others on less 
heinous charges. Of the 50 thus tried for murder, 26 were 
convicted—19 of murder or of culpable homicide, and the 
rest of minor offences. Out of the 52 persons committed 
to the Sessions Courts in 1061, only 5 were convicted of 
murder.

Magistrates 26 days against 22 and 26 days respectively 
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in 1061. For the trial of a case the subordinate magis¬ 
trates took 14 and the superior magistrates 27 days against 
12 and 17 days respectively in the preceding year. It will 
thus appear that the duration of a trial both before the 
subordinate and superior magistracy was longer in the 
year under report than in the year preceding. This, how¬ 
ever, does not represent the actual time taken by the 
magistrates to dispose of cases on their files. For, by a 
recent ruling of the High Court, the time taken by the 
police to complete investigation in cases referred to them 
is, for the first time, included in calculating the duration 
of cases on the magistrates’ file. Further, the delay occa¬ 
sioned in the disposal of cases by the non-arrest of prisoners 
evading arrest goes also to swell the. duration of c.ases 
before magistrates. 

80. From this year forward, a statement will be added 
to show the time taken by the police to arrest an accused, 
to conduct the investigation of cases referred to them by 
the magistracy and other interesting statistics including 
the detention of witnesses attending the courts.

The Jail press is said 
to have toned out good work. A fresh supply of types 
and other printing materials were ordered out during the 
current year. When these arrive, it is expected that the 
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Jail Press will become increasingly useful and. that the 
quality of the work will also be improved.

Alleppey had the heaviest original file and the dis¬ 
posals there on that side were also the largest. 




It likewise disposed of the largest number of contested 
original suits viz. 217 and the largest percentage of con¬ 
tested appeals viz. 96 - 4. It had three Judges during the 
first and two during the latter half of the year. Next 
comes Trevandrum with two Judges whose disposals on 
the original side embraced a very high percentage of con¬ 
tested, suits viz. 81. On the appellate side, they had the 
heaviest file of all the courts and disposed of the largest 
number of appeals, though a very high percentage of these 
viz. 95'4 were contested. Turning to the courts presided 
over by single Judges, we find that Nagercoil stands first 
and shows much improvement in its working. It got 
through 53 per cent of its original and 74 per cent of its 
appellate work, notwithstanding that a large proportion 
were contested suits, viz. 82 and 92-6 per cent respectively. 
Its file however was not heavy. Quilon disposed of a 
larger number of suits on the whole than Nagercoil, but as 
its file was much heavier it could not reach the same high 
percentage. Nor did its disposals embrace the same pro¬ 
portion of contested suits. The condition of the Paravoor 
Court calls for much improvement. With the lightest file 
in the country, it disposed of but 39 per cent of its original 
work, though only a small proportion of these were contes¬ 
ted suits. On the appellate side, its work was slightly 
better.

There is improvement in all the courts except Quilon 
which shows a falling off this year. The improvement at 
Alleppey and Nagercoil is specially noticeable. It is 
gratifying to note that in the year under report all the 
courts with the exception of Quilon succeeded in reducing 
their arrears to a considerable extent. 


The table given below shows to what years the pending- 
suits belong:— 



Alleppey has the oldest cases pending on its file, having 
24 of more than 3 years old and 156 of over one and below 
3 years against 22 and 183 respectively at the end of the 
previous year. Trevandrum has 30 suits of moi’e than 3 
years old and 129 of over one and below 3 years against 9 
and 170 respectively. At Nagercoil, there are 18 suits of 
more than 3 years’ standing and 98 of over one and below 
3 years against 4 and 236 respectively. Paravoor has 13 
suits of more than 3 years’ standing and 122 of over one 
and below 3 years, whereas, at the close of the previous 
year, it had no suit of over 3 years and only 85 of more 
than one year. Quilon has no suits of over 3 years old, 
but has 55 of over one and below 3 years against only 12 
such suits at the end of the previous year. Thus it will be 
seen that, except at Quilon where there are no suits of over 
3 and only one of over 2 years’ standing, the arrears of old 
suits have risen in all the other courts, though at Alleppey, 
Trevandrum and Nagercoil the suits of over one and 
below 3 years have been brought down and considerably 
so at Nagercoil.

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Quilon is the only court which shows a decided im¬ 
provement and the duration of original suits there was by 
far the shortest of all the courts. Alleppey and Eagereoil 
have improved somewhat in the time taken to dispose of 
appeals, which in the Alleppey court was a much shorter 
period than in any other, being only 3 months and 1 day 
on an average. In the disposal of original cases, however, 
this court took a much longer time than last year. Trevan- 
drum and Paravoor have regrettably fallen off. Nagercoil 
still stands the slowest working court of any, notwith¬ 
standing the attention called to it.in previous reviews. 
Taking all the courts together and considering the time 
within which the original' suits were disposed of, we find 
that out of a total disposal of 775, 43 per cent occupied 
more than a year as against 38 in the year previous, 18 
per cent more than 6 months, the same as in the previous 
year and only 37 per cent were disposed of within this 
period against 42 in 1061. Of the appeals, 57 per cent 
were disposed of within 6 months and 43 after this period 
against 62 and 38 respectively in the previous year. On 
the whole then, the courts have retrograded in so far as 
the speed of their work is concerned.

Mr. Gresseux shows the largest disposal, but it is to be 
regretted that the quality of his work as tested by the re¬ 
sults in appeal has been very unsatisfactory. About 50 
per cent of his original decisions were appealed against 
and the confirmations in the High Court amounted to only 
a little above one-third. The High Court had also to 
remand for re-trial under section 335 of the Civil Procedure 
Code a comparatively large number of the regular and 
special appeals preferred against his decisions. The 
number of cases (original and appeal) disposed of by 
Mr. Ohockalingom Pillay b. a. appears comparatively large, 
but considering that he was a second Judge for half the 
year with no sessions or civil miscellaneous work, the 
number of his disposals ought to have been larger on the 
original side according to the standard fixed by the High 
Court. The quality of his decisions is fair, but there is 
still room for improvement in that respect also. The dis¬ 
posals by Mr. A. Govinda Pillay d.a. & b. l. likewise fell short 
of the minimum, but in respect of quality, it must be stated 
that a smallpercentage of his decisions were appealed against, 
while, with regard to his judgments in appeal, the percent¬ 
age of confirmations by the High Court was very high, 
being 88-46 per cent. The work done by Messrs Sreeni- 
vasa Aiyengar and Lloyd fell very short of the minimum 
required of them both in respect of original and appeal 
suits and must be pronounced very unsatisfactory. In

respect of quality also, Mr. Lloyd has the lowest percent¬ 
age of confirmations in his original decisions, and Mr. Sree- 
nivasa Aiyengar in his appeal judgments. Turning to the 
remaining two Judges, Mr. Seetharama Aiyar B. a. andMr. Pul- 
panabha Aiyar sr. a, it is very gratifying to remark that their 
work in respect of both quantity and quality was very good. 
Their disposal of original suits slightly fell short of the 
minimum, but this is more than counterbalanced by the 
large number of appeals disposed of, especially in the case 
of Mr. Seetharama Aiyar. He likewise lias a high percent¬ 
age of confirmation of his appeal decisions, which is more 
than 75 per cent, and the highest percentage in regard to 
his original decisions where he takes the lead. It is due 
to. Mr. S. Pulpanabha Aiyar to say- that the smallest 
number of appeals preferred were from liis decisions, being- 
only 19 per cent in original and 11 per cent in appeal 
cases. He also takes the lead in respect of confirmation 
in appeal which is so high as 92-31 per cent. 

150. High Court— The only change in the persoWMeZ of

Judge Mr. Seetharama Aiyar as a Puisne

228 or 95 - 4 per cent of the regular and 410 or 
92-8 per cent of the special appeals were disposed of after 
contest against 275 or 97'2 and 465 or 94-3 per cent respec¬ 
tively in the year previous.

Of the total'of 193 suits pending, 88 were filed dur¬ 
ing the last quarter of the year and were therefore not ripe 
for hearing, 43 were awaiting the return of findings on 
fresh issues from the Lower Courts, having been remanded 
to them under section 338, 10 were pending the appoint¬ 
ment of new Vakils by one of tlie parties, the original Vakil 
having disconnected himself with the suits towards the 
close of the year, 4 were suits in which the findings were 
received only at the end of the year, 4 others stood adjourn¬ 
ed owing to the death of one of the parties so as to enable 
the heirs to appear in their stead, 3 stood referred to tlie 
judicial Committee and 1 to the Full Bench, 2 were pending 
the reception of additional evidence in the High Court, 
2 others were awaiting judgment and one was pending tlie 
return of a Commission, so that- virtually the number of 
suits actually pendhig disposal in tbe High Court was only 
35. Looking at the age of the several cases pending, we 
find that there are only 6 of more than a year’s standing 
against 22 in the previous year, 51 of more than 6 months 
against 58, 24 of more than 3 months against 18, and 112 of 
under 3 months against 109. Thus the number of long¬ 
standing cases, pending at the close of the year. under 
report, was smaller than at the end of the year previous.

Of these, 2 
were disposed of, the judgment of the High Court being 
confirmed in both, and the remaining 2 were pending trans¬ 
lation and printing of the records and were therefore not 
ripe for hearing when the year closed. 

160. Taking all the Courts together in their original

• Travancore and 26 decrees from Travaucore were transfer¬ 
red for execution to the British Courts. The decrees simi¬ 
larly received from and transferred to the Cochin State 
were 30 and 10.respectively. 

164. With the exception of some of the Zillah Courts, 
the working of the civil tribunals of the country during 
the year, under report must he regarded as quite satis¬ 
factory and in the great bulk of cases, an improvement upon 
the previous year. 


165. The receipts from institution fees and fees on 
_ , petitions, vakalaths &c., together with 

u cia revenue. g^gg an( j stam p penalties levied in 
the year, amounted to Rs. 2,61,883. The receipts from 
process service fees came to Rs. 1,02,899 and unclaimed, 
deposits to the amount of Rs. 22,171 were also credited to 
Government. The total receipts of the year on account 
of Judicial revenue thus aggregated Rs. 3,86,953 against 
Rs. 4,29,649 in the year previous. The falling off is due to 
the smaller number of suits filed and to the lower value of 
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the same, the average value of a suit being 90^ Rs. against 
98f- Rs. in the previous year. The receipts from stamp 
penalties, i. e. fines levied on documents engrossed on un¬ 
stamped cadjans prior to the introduction of the' Registra¬ 
tion of assurances in 1043, were much smaller in the year 
for the reason that, by a Royal Proclamation issued on the 
occasion of Her Majesty’s Jubilee, these fines on old docu¬ 
ments were remitted altogether and for ever. The amount, 
of unclaimed deposits was also less as the larger por¬ 
tion of the amount which stood in the accounts under this 
head was brought to credit in previous years. 

166. The expenditure on account of the Judicial de¬ 
partment in salaries, contingencies, &c. amounted altogether 
to Rs. 2,88,441 against Rs. 2,66,950 in 1061. The higher 
expenditure is due to (1) the increase given to the pay of 
certain Judges (2) the re-organization of the ministerial 
establishments of the Courts and the new scale of salaries 
proposed for them having taken effect from the beginning 
of the year under report, (3) to the payment of gratuities 
to servants thrown out on the re-organization and (4) to 
the refund of certain court fees in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the new Court Fees Regulation. 

167. Deducting the expenditure from the receipts of 
the year, we find a surplus of Rs. 98,512. Excluding the 
amount of unclaimed deposits, the surplus falls to 76,341 Rs. 
and, as observed in previous reports,'is not much, consider¬ 
ing that several items of expenditure in connection with 
the Judicial Department are now debited to the Public 
Works and other departments. 

168. The re-organization of the ministerial establish¬ 
ment came into force from the beginning of the year. The 
courts have now a suitable and fairly paid establishment. 
The payment of process servers by means of fees has been 
also discontinued, and peons on monthly pay are now. en¬ 
gaged to do this work.

The low out-turn in the Boundary and Field demar¬ 
cation and Boundary Survey as compared with the pre¬ 
ceding year is ascribed to more attention having been 
given to other processes in a less advanced stage, so that 
the operations of the several branches of the Department 
may keep pace with each other. The want of experienced 
draughtsmen and the small size and irregular boundaries 
of the fields to be plotted are again reported to impede 
progress in the closing processes of draughtsmen’s work. 
The Superintendent observes that “ still there has been a 
marked improvement over the out-turn of 1061 and I have 
no doubt that subsequent results will be still more satis¬ 
factory. ”

196. As stated in the previous year’s report, the tracing, 

demarcation, and survey of that portion

a distance of nearly 40 miles had to be stopped from the 
Surveyors having been unable to identify the boundary, 
and it was proposed that the Arbitrator would himself go 
over and lay down the line.

This is about 3,64,801 
nue ' acres assessed at Rs. 13,96,692. De¬ 

ducting the customary remissions amounting to Rs. 1,56,799, 
the demand for the year was Rs. 12,39,893. Add to this 
Rs. 4,34,316 the assessment on garden lands, and Rs. 
1,28,674 the miscellaneous revenue from land, and the ag¬ 
gregate demand for the year amounted to Rs. 18,02,883 
against Rs. 17,96,410 in 1061. Out of this, Rs. 17,35,646 
or a little more than 96 per cent was collected within the 
year, leaving a balance of Rs. 67,237 as arrears at its close. 
From this balance, Rs. 2,624 have been since recovered. 
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212. Of old arrears there were Es. 5,64,285 remaining 

after the large remissions made on His 
Arrears. Highness’ accession to the throne. Of 

this amount, Es. 12,337 were collected and Es. 8,657 
struck off the accounts during the year as irrecoverable, leav¬ 
ing at its close Es. 5,43,291 still outstanding. Special 
arrangements have been made to collect these old arrears. 

213. The receipts from the Poonyiat estate including 

the balance on hand at the beginning' 
Poonyiat estate. Q f the year, were Es. 27,333. The ex¬ 
penditure of the year amounted to Es. 13,391, leaving the 
handsome balance of Es. 13,942 to the credit of the estate. 


214. The mode of assessing temporary cultivation on 
the hill 3 was taken into consideration 
Hill cultivation. during the year. In all such cultivation, 

except where the land was sown with paddy, the practice 
hitherto has been to estimate the out-turn of each clearing, 
reduce it to a money value and divide this sum between 
the ryot and the Government in certain fixed proportions. 
This estimate was often made long after the produce was. 
removed from the clearing. The system led to corruption 
and many abuses, especially as the men who inspected the 
land and prepared the estimates were generally low paid 
officials. The practice therefore of assessing the produce 
was abolished in the year under review, and the land 
itself was taxed at a moderate rate in money without re¬ 
ference to either the kind of crop raised or the quantity 
produced. 


215. The following statement shows

216. As observed in para 217 of the last year’s report, the 
system of granting waste lands was by no means satis¬ 
factory. As a rule all applications had to be referred to 
the Dewan for sanction before registry could be effected. 

217. A committee composed of three experienced 

officers was appointed in the year under 
ruter difi0atlonmtl19 review to report on the best arrange¬ 
ment that should be adopted for the 
speedy disposal of applications for waste lands, and on their 
recommendation, the power hitherto vested in the Huzur 
of finally disposing of these applications was transferred in 
the latter part of the year to the Division Peishcars. Ap¬ 
pellate jurisdiction over the decisions of the Peishcars was 
.reserved for the Dewan. 

218. This arrangement has already borne good fruit as 
will be seen from the statement given above which shows 
a marked increase both in the extent of waste land regis¬ 
tered and the revenue derived therefrom. A much better 
result is expected for the current year. 

219. Similarly the power vested in the Dewan of grant¬ 
ing Niruthal (abandoned) lands; of disposing of escheat 
lands; of assessing Jemmom lands alienated by the Jemmies 
for a money consideration, and of ordering transfers of re¬ 
gistry of Inam lands involving a change of tenure and 
enhancement of assessment was transferred to the Peish¬ 
cars at the end of the year with a reservation of appel¬ 
late jurisdiction to the Dewan. 

220. A set of rules detailing the procedure to be ob¬ 
served in the disposal of the above mentioned revenue 
cases has also been passed and circulated for the guidance 
of the local revenue officers. 

221 The collection of land tax is by no means an easy 
work in Travancore. The holdings being small the num¬ 
ber of tax payers is very large. 

222. The following statement shows the number of tax¬ 
payers graded according to the amount payable by them 
and the extent of their holdings in paddy lands:—■ 




223. In North Travancore, there are 1,07,155 acres of 
rice lands either submerged or admitting brackish water 
from the lagoons which communicate with the sea. ■ These 
can be cultivated only during the dry season. Even then 
the difficulty of draining the lands of brackish water is 
very great, the means employed being the ordinary 
waterwheel worked by manual labour. Not only is time 
wasted by this very primitive method, but the cost of cul¬ 
tivation is considerably , enhanced now that the wages of 
labour have risen very much. For the last few years 
Mr. Brunton’s centrifugal pumps have been brought into 
use in the neighbourhood of Alleppy, and the Government 
are in communication with him with a view to making 
those pumps available for other parts of the country. 

224. Another difficulty attending the cultivation of 
these lands is the necessity for repairing and constructing 
embankments to keep out the brackish water, from culti¬ 
vated fields. These protective works are very fragile and 
are generally put up from season to season. Breaches 
often occur and vast areas of cultivation are thereby de¬ 
stroyed. Steps are being taken to strengthen the embank¬ 
ments and to construct, new ones with a view to reclaiming 
fresh lands. 

225. It is not only the extent of land under cultivation 
that has to be protected and enlarged, but the quality of 
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the produce, the method of cultivation and the breed of 
eattle admit of much improvement. With a view to sti¬ 
mulate improved production. His Highness has been 
pleased to sanction the holding of Agricultural Exhibitions 
and Cattle Shows annually in some centre of population in 
each of the four Divisions, and a sum of 500 Rs. a year has 
been granted for each Division to be awarded in prizes. 
The Exhibitions, in previous years, got up by private enter¬ 
prise with a small aid from the State in the town of 
Cottayam were very encouraging and it is hoped that the 
more general measure now sanctioned will considerably 
benefit agricultural produce. 

226. To set before the people examples of improved 
methods of cultivation, His Highness’ Government have 
granted waste land in the neighbourhood of Trivandrum 
and have promised a loan of money on security at a very 
low rate of interest to a graduate of the Agricultural 
College at Madras, to enable him to start an experimental 
farm and breed a superior class of cattle. 


Miscellaneous Revenue. 


■227. This is made up of sundry items of a fluctuating 
character which do not fall under any of the major heads 
of revenue. They are particularized below:— 
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229. The increase is chiefly in item No. 28 and is due to 
certain receipts from school fees in past years 'which were 
held as a separate deposit having been brought to account 
in the year under review. 

230. As the fees levied on transfer of Pauttom lands 
were abolished from 1060 and as it was a hardship to insist 
on payment of arrears up to that year, all arrears of 
revenue under this item were remitted by a Eoyal Procla¬ 
mation about the middle of the year under report. Another 
Proclamation, issued at the same time, abolished the. 





penalties levied on tlie use of unstamped cadjans at a time 
when the lav required the use of stamped cadjans. These 
two items will not hereafter appear in the accounts. 

231. The apparent falling off in the receipts from Jail 
manufactures is a mere matter of account, the figure for 
1061 representing the proceeds of the sales of several years 
adjusted and brought to account in that year and till then 
held as a deposit to the credit of the Jail. 


Salt. 


232. The year’s season was not very favourable for the 

manufacture of salt. “ The excess of 
faS?' 1 a ” d Mmu ’ rain, ” says the Salt Peishcar, “ during 
the first manufacturing season and before 
the second, marred the prospects of both panis (crops) as 
a whole. ” But the out-turn was nevertheless larger than 
that of the previous year by 28 garces. This is chiefly d*ie 
to the several improvements effected in the course of the 
year in the pans at Thamaracolum and Yarriur, such as the 
deepening of the inner reservoir and the feeding-channel, 
the construction of pipe sluices &c.

319. It was stated in the last report that the Nox-thern 
or the Cottayam Division which is the 
N^hemDi^bn. tlle Iar g est ™ **»»' State required consider¬ 
able outlay for roads and other improve¬ 
ments.

on mno ro s. 0 f the roads throughout the country has 
on the whole been most satisfactorily carried out. Con¬ 
sidering the difficulties as to climate and material that have 
to be contended with, I can confidently say that year by 
year considerable improvement is to be found. I have al¬ 
ways felt that too much attention, could not be devoted to 
this item of expenditure; there is no way in which the 
public are so benefited as by the good condition of the 
highways and I am glad to say that my efforts in this 
direction have met with much success to the great credit 
of the Department generally.” 
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327. During the year under report, the charge of ave¬ 
nue trees on all main lines of communi- 
avenueirael 0 cation maintained by the Chief Engineer 
was transferred from the Revenue De¬ 
partment to that of the D. P. "W. -which being in charge of 
the roads themselves had greater facilities for overlooking 
the avenues. It is hoped that, under the supervision of 
the Chief Engineer, the main thoroughfares will, in a few 
years, be rendered as convenient and comfortable to travel¬ 
lers as they should be, by the careful conservancy of existing 
avenues and the planting of new trees.

this expenditure was absorbed in the maintenance of the 
coast line of water-communication between Trevandrum 
and Alleppey for a length of 86 miles, the average rate of 
maintenance per mile being about 120 Rs. The ^main¬ 
tenance of the Wurkallay Barrier canal, a length of 6 miles 
cost Bs.

On this work Rs. 9,427 
were spent driring the year. This scheme was sanctioned so 
far back as May 1886, but was held in abeyance owing chiefly 
to a conflict of opinion as to the best means of effecting 
the purpose. After mature consideration the scheme pro¬ 
posed by Mr. Jacob was put in hand during the year and' 
the work was practically finished when the year closed. 
The results so far have been exceedingly satisfactory. It 
secures “ (1) a greatly improved sanitary condition of the 
locality—paddy fields will be now established in the 
Pootharicandum cidtivable twice a year where formerly 
there was a most unhealthy morass cultivated as Poonja 
grounds during the hot weather. (2) The Challay Bazars 
and surrounding roads in and about the Fort will now be 
rendered safe from the periodical floodings during heavy 
freshes in the Killiar which caused such inconvenience 
to the public, damage to the foundations of houses and 
injury to health by the submergence of the soil. (3) The 
Kuriattoo Yelali which has of late years been precariously 
cultivated owing to the want of an outlet for the water 
coming down from the Observatory valley will now be 
rendered free from danger and a very large area of paddy 
miltivation greatly benefited.” 

359. The remaining items consist mainly of annually 
recurring charges such as transmission of stares, lighting 
the Trevandrum town roads and contingencies.

365. It will be observed that a sum of Rs. 37,924 was 
spent on tlie restoration of tanks in the Nanjanaud and 
other districts against Rs. 26,943 in tlie previous year. 


366. The principal channels in the Nanjanaud. having 
been restored, it remains to repair the reservoirs fed by the 
channels so that they may be made capable of holding a full 
supply of water. His Highness the Maha Rajah has been 
accordingly pleased to sanction a grant of 5 lacs of Rs. to 
be devoted to the restoration of these reservoirs. A sum 
of Rs. 50,000 out of this grant has been placed at the dis¬ 
posal of the Assistant Engineer in charge of Tanks and 
Irrigation for expenditure during the current year. The 
improvements effected in this direction will be reviewed in 
the current year’s report. . 

367. The expenditure on irrigation works has hitherto 
been directed almost exclusively to south Travancore, the 
lands of which being highly assessed, it devolved on the 
Government to keep in order the main supply channels and 
the tanks they feed. 
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368. But there were applications from the ryots of north 
and central Travancore for the repair and restoration of 
channels and bunds serving irrigation purposes. All such 
works were left till now, for the most part, to the ryots 
themselves. Owing chiefly to the want of co-operation 
among them, these works were neglected and the damage 
to the cultivation in consequence was not small. With a 
view to help the ryots, therefore, rules have been passed 
authorizing the Division Peishcars to select, in consultation 
with the ryots interested, the channels and bunds requiring 
prompt attention and with the sanction of Government to 
improve them at Sircar cost in the first instance and then 
to recover the expenditure pro rata from those whose lands 
are benefited by such works. These rules have been made 
applicable to the Northern and Quilon Divisions and parts 
of the Trevandrum Division. The total amount allowed 
to be expended annually under these rules is Rs. 20,000. 
The rules also provide for a portion of the expenditure not 
exceeding one half in each case being borne by the Sircar, 
if, on special grounds, it is found necessary to extend such 
consideration to the ryots.

Average daily attend. men ^ there was a slight falling off from 
anoe- 93 - 23 to 89-32. The attendance in the 

High School was almost the same as in the previous year; 
while that in the Preparatory School rose from 86 - 49 in 
1061 to 90-95 in 1062. 

381. The results of the University Examinations were 

far more satisfactory than those of the 
previous year. The percentage of pass- 
ma ions. gg Matriculation Examination was 

78-58 as compared with 65 in 1061. In the P. A. Examin¬ 
ation it was 50 as compared with 37"5 and in the B. A. 40 
as compared with 32-4 in 1061. The College fared much 
better than most institutions in the E. A. Examination, 
and-for the second time in the annals of the institution-, 
one of the students succeeded in placing himself at the 
head of the Presidency. He was, however, bracketed with 
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another in the first place. In pursuance of the new 
method adopted by the University for conducting the B. A. 
degree examination, the candidates, instead of having to 
proceed to Madras for their examination in all subjects, 
were first examined in the College in language and only 
those who succeeded were required to appear at the Presi¬ 
dency town for examination in other subjects. 25 ap- 
peared in language during the year, and of these 20 or 80 
per cent passed. Three had not been studying for the 
Optional Branch, so that only 17 went to Madras, of whom 

382. Out of 8 candidates who appeared in the Science 

branch of the B. A. degree examination, 

Science c as. three passed. But considering that 

only 41 passed out of a total of 98 Science candidates in 
the whole Presidency, the results are not discouraging. 

383. Mr. W. T. A. Oosby, Barrister-at-Law, did the 

duties of Law Lecturer for half the year 
w oas3 ‘ under report, during the absence of Dr. 

Ormsby on furlough. Of the 9 candidates that appeared 
for the B. L. examination only one passed, and he took the 
second place in the Presidency. Dr. Ormsby is of opinion 
that the candidates who appeared for the examination were 
not up to the mark. 

384. The fees of the Law class were raised from Bs. 12 
to Bs, 21 a session. This is moderate, considering that 
the Law class fee in the Presidency College is Es.50. 

385. A small Library of Law hooks has been sanctioned 
for the benefit of the class, and an annual prize instituted" 
for the best student. Dr. Ormsby reports that the conduct 
of the students has been uniformly satisfactory. 

386. Dr. Harvey states that the young gentlemen! 
belonging to families allied to the Boyal House have given 
every satisfaction to their masters in regard to atteiidah.ee, 
diligence and general behaviour. There are seven of them 1 
studying in the several classes of the College. 

387. The receipts from fees amounted to Bs. 13,106 

„ , chs.ll as compared with Bs. 10,612chs.'27 

Feezed. itl 1061 . There was thus an increase of 
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Rs. 2,493 ells. 12. A slight change was made in the fees 
charged in the B. A. class. This was rendered expedient 
by the. alteration in the mode of study instituted by 
the University.

388. The total expenditure on the central institution 

Cost exclusive of buildings, furniture and 

08 ' repairs amounted to Rs. 37,801-1-14 

against 38,536-25-13 in the previous year; 34'6 per cent of 
the expenditure was recovered by the fees as compared 
with 27'5 per cent in the year before. The cost to Govern¬ 
ment is thus Rs. 24,694-18-14. Taking 912 as the average 
strength, each pupil cost the State Rs. 27 chs. 2 against 
Rs. 31 chs. 25 in the previous year and Rs. 38 chs. 9in 1060. 

389. The prize offered by the trustees of the Cullen 

Fund to the Travancore student who 
otlerLawprized P assesin B - A ' examination 
was awarded to R. veeraraghava Iyen¬ 
gar. This young man also obtained from the University the 
“ Rama Row Gold Medal” founded by the present Dewan. 
The Cullen Law Prize was given to M. Kunjukrishna 
Panikkar b. a. & b. l., for having passed the B. L. examina¬ 
tion during the year. 

390. Two new endowments were bestowed on the 
College during the year under report. One is by the Yalia 
Coil Thumburan who placed a sum of Rs. 2,100 in British 
Government Promissory Notes in the hands of ij,he Principal, 
the interest of which is to be employed in providing 
a, scholarship tenable for two years, to be awarded 
at the discretion of the Principal, to the student who. hav¬ 
ing passed the E. A. examination, continues his studies in 
the College up to the B. A. degree. At the donor’s request, 
the endowment is styled the “Victoria Jubilee Scholarship.” 

''4591. The other endowment is the outcome of the sub¬ 
scriptions to tbo “Ross Memorial Fund”. These were found 
sufficient to found an annual gold medal called the “ Ross 
Medal” to be awarded to the student from the Trevandram 
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College who passes the highest examination in Arts, pro¬ 
vided he obtains at least tV of the maximum number of 
marks. The medal for the year under report was awarded 
to B. Veeraraghava Iyengar b. a., the Rama Row Gold 
Medallist and Cullen Prizeman. 

392. A permanent building for the Laboratory is in the 

_ , course of construction, which, when 

o ege a oia ory. com pi e ted, will greatly aid the Science 
Professor in the experimental part of his work. It is pro¬ 
posed also to have popular lectures on chemistry and 
science in the Laboratory. 

393. This department of education is reported to be 

flourishing. Lawn Tennis finds en- 

Hiysieai training. thusiastic players in the Hindu students. 
Dr. Harvey states “ the physical exercise the students are 
led to take, benefits both mind and body and I might also 
add—character ; for I believe, and, indeed, I have heard 
it remarked of the students that avail themselves of the 
opportunities for exercise offered them, that rubbing with 
each other in the play ground as well as in the class-room 
is a discipline that is developing good points of character, 
and producing more of gentlem'anliness of speech and 
bearing in their intercourse with each other than before.” 

394. On the whole, Government are glad to note the 
satisfactory condition of the High School and College and 
their thanks are due to the Principal, Professors' and 
teachers for their efforts in maintaining the prosperity of 
the Institution. 

395. 1IngKgh District Schools. —The Principal of -the 
College had hitherto held also the office of Superintendent 
Of English District Schools, aided by an Inspector. With 
a view to relieve the Principal as far as possible of these 
duties and to provide for the better supervision of the out- 
station schools, Mr. J. A. Duthie m. a. Head Master of the 
High School at Kottar was, at Dr. Harvey’s suggestion, 
appointed Superintendent of District Schools, the Prin¬ 
cipal of the College still retaining the power to direct the 
course of instruction and to exercise a general supervision, 
under the designation of “ Director of English Education.” 
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396. The aided English school at Vycome was taken 

. on the Establishment of Government 
Schools. ^ ° 15 10 schools during the year raising the 

number of schools to 22. The number 
of boys on the rolls rose from 1,959 in 1061 to 2,470 in 
the year under report, showing an increase of 511. Of 
Strength this, 62 belonged to the Vycome school. 

All the schools contributed to the 
increase, except Alwaye, where the number fell off by only 
one. Kottar, Alleppey, Shencottab, Quilon, Aripaud, and 
Kayencolum, show the greatest increase. In 1061 there 
was a decided falling off in the number of boys in the 
Kottar High school but the year under report shows most- 
satisfactory results, the number having risen from 242 to 
334. The District school at Alleppey which was raised to 
the.standard of a High School in January 1887 is pro¬ 
gressing satisfactorily. 80 pupils have been added to its 
strength, since the change. 

397. The object of His Highness the Maha Rajah’s 
Government to gradually raise the standard of English 
Schools in the chief centres of population is kept steadily 
in view. The District school at Quilon will, it is hoped, be 
also raised ere long to the standard of a High School.. 

398. The school at Boothapaundy is stationary, not¬ 
withstanding a change of masters. The present Head 
Master complains that “he receives little or no encourage¬ 
ment from the people of the place, who are apparently 
apethetic and little interested in the spread of English 
education in their midst.” It has been decided to give 
the school a second trial for another year before finally 
closing it. 

399. The average attendance in the schools has fallen 

off to 80‘5 in the year under report 
Attendance. ^ gg.g ^ 1061 . The highest per¬ 

centage 90-7 was attained at Neyattanlcaray. The low¬ 
est is at the Mavalikaray special school where it fell to 721. 
The Superintendent states that the attendance in the latter 
school has improved considerably since the supervision of 
the boarding-house for the sons of chiefs has been entrust¬ 
ed, to the local TahsMar. 
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400. The average time in school of those on the register 

at the end of the year was 19'3 months— 
The average time of tll0 sa;nie as ^ 106I. The average time 
pupi 3 in sc 00 h. passed in school by those that left dur¬ 
ing the year was 16-5 months against 17'4 in the year pre¬ 
vious ; of these again, 58 per cent remained in school for 
less th an one year. A student gains absolutely nothing 
by remaining in school for so short a period, and the mas¬ 
ters and teachers should impress upon parents and guar¬ 
dians the importance of allowing their children to continue 
in school for a reasonably long period.. 

401. Of the 2,470 pupils on the register at the end of the 
year, 32'2 per cent were in the lowest class as compared 
with 36’1 of the previous year.

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405. Excluding buildings, repairs, furniture and 
Expenditure. grants-in-aid but including superinten¬ 

dence, inspection and prizes, the expen¬ 
diture on the schools amounted to Rs. 25,660 -14 chs.-14c. 
against Rs. 23,400-24 eh.-9 c. ‘ in 1061. Deducting from 
this sum the fees realized (Rs. 8,920-16 chs.-12 c.) the net 
cost to Government was Rs. 16,739-26 chs.-2 c. or 
Rs. 480-27 chs.-8 c. more than in the previous year. The 
cost to Government for the education of each pupil was 
Rs. 7-12 chs.-l c. against Rs. 8-18 ehs.-lO c. in 1061. 


406. There was some difficulty in obtaining a suitable. 

Buildings site for the school building at Aripaud 

referred to in the report for 1061, hut a 
good site has now been selected and the work is in progress, 
so that there is every probability of the new school being 
ready for occupation before another year has elapsed. 
The erection of a permanant building at Vycome is under 
contemplation and local subscriptions have been invited. 
A new school-house is also under construction at Neyattin- 
karay. Since the transfer of the school at Colaohel to this 
place the work has hitherto been carried on in a chuttram. 
The school building at Tackalay was burnt down during 
the year under report. The school is therefore temporarily 
located in the Vernacular school building at Padmanabha- 
pnram until a new school-house is erected.

The highest class in the school 
gave him much satisfaction in all the subjects they were 
examined in, but he regrets to state that the defective know¬ 
ledge of Arithmetic remarked upon by him in the report for 
1061 is very apparent in the junior classes. Great care is, 
however, bestowed upon writing and needle-work. 

411. Eight girls were presented for the Special Upper 
Primary Examination of whom six passed. 


412. On the whole, Government are glad to note that 
the English District Schools have progressed satisfactorily 
during the year. The demand for English education in 
the Districts is steadily increasing, but instead of meeting 
it by the establishment of Government Schools, the Sirkar 
have resolved to extend to these schools the system of 
grants-in-aid which has produced such admirable results 
in the Vernacular Education Branch. ; The plan is under 
consideration and the measures adopted will be recorded 
in the next report. 

413. English Gi-rls’ School Trevandrum. Miss Donnelly,

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There was thus at the end of the year a decrease of 3 
pupils in the Senior department and of 8 in the Junior. 
Ten out of the whole number were on the free list. One 
pupil attended the drawing class only. The average at¬ 
tendance was 84 per cent in the Senior and 70 per cent in 
the Junior department against 89 and 77 per cent respec¬ 
tively in 1061. 

415. The results of the annual written examination are 

reported to have been creditable to the 
e“aW he a ’ mml students. The prize of 10 Ks. offered 
by the Lady of His Highness the Elay a 
Rajah was divided into two of Es. 6 & 4 and awarded re¬ 
spectively to the pupils in classes IV and III who obtained 
the highest marks in Arithmetic.

416. One girl appeared for the Higher Examination for 
women held in December 1886 and was successful.

Seven 
out of the eight pupils presented for the Special Upper 
Primary examination were successful, one girl taking the 
first and another the second place in all Travancore. 

417. The success of the pupils in these examinations re¬ 
flects great credit on the teaching.

425. The Zenana Mission school in the fort under Miss 
Blandford continued to receive the usual grant of 60 Rs. a 
month, besides the use of a palace for a school room and 
annual contributions for prizes.

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The cost per pupil amounted to Rs. 2-8-1, in the case 
of the Government schools; to Rs. 0-23-14 in the case of the 
aided schools, andtoRs. 1-21-13 for both classes of schools 
taken together. 

436. The Normal school at Trevandrum is in a satis- 

Normai schools. factory condition, while that at Kottar 

has done fairly well during the year un¬ 
der report. At the last Certificate examination 19 out of 
20 candidates passed, 15 being placed in the second class. 

437. The Director closes his reportwith the followingre- 
marks. “ The Department of Vernacular education is 
steadily expanding its operations. More schools are being 
annually added to the already fair list, and many more 
will still be added for some years to come with a view to 
place the means of Vernacular education effectively within 
easy reach of the poor of all classes. ” 

438. The attention of the Government was drawn during 
the year to the want of a female Formal school to supply 
.duly qualified teachers to the increasing number of girls’ 
schools, which are now taught, partly at least- by male 
teachers. This prevents the girls remaining in school be¬ 
yond a certain age and going through a complete course of 
instruction. The establishment of a Normal school for 
women and the arrangements made for strengthening and 
improving the staff of Inspectors belong to the current 
year and will be recorded in the next report. 

439. The number of the lower classes who participate 
in the advantages of elementary education being compara¬ 
tively small, it has been resolved to make a larger grant in 
this direction. 

440. The Medical School .—Teaching was resumed in 
this school on the 1st December 1886 with a class of 10 
students entering on their 3rd year’s course, one student 
having been dismissed in the course of the year for dis¬ 
obedience of orders. 

441. Surgeon Keess’ connection with the Medical 

School having ceased in January, the 

Course Of teaching, instruction of the class in Surgery was 
undertaken by the Durbar Phyician himself from the 1st 
March. The class met three times a week, and nearly all 
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the portions of Bryant’s practice of Surgery that were not 
taken np by the previous lecturer were carefully gone over. 
Mr. Gomez taught midwifery and met his class 164 times. 
Of these, 107 meetings were devoted to lectures in class, 22 
to bedside teaching, 20 to examinations, and 15 to practi¬ 
cal Anatomy and operative Surgery. Both the volumes of 
Playfair’s midwifery were gone through during the year. 
Cases of natural labour admitted into the Lying-in-Hos¬ 
pital were conducted by the students, under the super¬ 
vision of the lecturer, whenever feasible. The average 
number of cases conducted by each student was three. 

442. A good deal of practical work was done in the 

Dead-House in the way of operative 

Dissec ion, Surgery and the dissection of parts, of 

surgical importance. Clinical lectures were also delivered 
in the wards of the General hospital, whenever cases of 
special interest were available. The whole of the students 
passed the annual examination, but the 
eMmk»ti°on tl!e an ™ al resll ^ te were not altogether satisfactory, 
considering the pains that -were taken 

with the class. 

443. A medical school and hospital for the training 
of women as mid-wives and sick nurses was sanctioned 
during the year in connection with the celebration of the 
Jubilee of Her Most Gracious Majesty. Vide para 476 of 
this report. 

444. Industrial School of Arts. The value of the work. 
turned out and of articles sold diming the year under

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449. The cost of establishment and contingencies 
amounted to Es. 1,764 and is 526 in ex- 
Cost, of establishment C £ ss 0 f preceding year. This is due 
an< earning. ^ rent paid for a private building 

in -which the depot is located for the want of a suitable 
Sirkar building. The earnings in the year amounted to 
Rs. 1,852-9 chs.-3 c. over cost price, so that notwithstand¬ 
ing the charge on account of house-rent, the dep6t is self- 
supporting. 


450. The Museum and Public Gardens. Several im¬ 

provements and additions were made 
acicSns' emen<5 and during the year under report. Masonry 
steps have been constructed in front of 
the lawn tennis house; the ornamental iron railings re¬ 
moved from the band-stand were put up on both sides of 
the steps and the remaining spaces at each side have been 
protected by posts with iron chains and wire rails; the 
cadjan covering of the tennis house was replaced by 
glazed tiles; a pathway leading from the potting shed to 
the tennis court was laid out and finished, and several 
other works intended to improve the general appearance 
of the grounds and conduce to the convenience of the 
public were undertaken and completed during the year. 
In the Zoological department too masonry drains and 
granite baths and troughs for animals were constructed in 
addition to the execution of numerous minor works. The 
committee have resolved to have the roofing of all the 
buildings in this department covered with tiles. The 
change will be gradually effected year by year. 

451. The collection in the Museum and Zoological 

departmentwas added toby contributions' 
cohectionof obfecta fr 0111 private donors and from the Zoolo¬ 
gical Gardens, Calcutta. His Highness’ 
Government thankfully acknowledge the gifts. A list of 
the contributions is given in the appendix. The birth of a 
Kangaroo in the gardens awoke much public curiosity and 
large numbers of people visited the gardens to see the 
little animal.

453. The expenditure on the Museum and gardens

was Rs. 12,446-10-5. Against, this there 
were sundry receipts amounting to Rs. 189-17-8 realized 
by cattle fines, sale proceeds of unserviceable articles, &c. 

454. The gardens were splendidly illuminated on the 
occasion of Her Majesty’s Jubilee when the public were 
entertained with performances by acrobats and rope and 
wire dancers. Open air dancing on a platform specially 
erected for the occasion was enjoyed by some of the 
visitors. Refreshments were liberally provided for all 
classes of visitors on the auspicious occasion. 

455. The Durbar Hall and the adjoining rooms in the 
Public offices were decorated with pots containing varieties 
of rose and other plants and sliurbs supplied from the 
gardens on the occasion of the State Dinner given in 
celebration of the Jubilee. 

456. Observatory. The work of the Observatory was 
limited as usual to determining local time and furnishing 
the required materials for the .Almanac. 

457. The usual Magnetic and Meteorological obser¬ 
vations were taken and recorded.

1,13,219 patients were treated touring the year, as com¬ 
pared with 1,20,621 in 1061. Therd, is thus a decrease of 
7,402. More than half the number of \hospitals contributed 
to the decline. The falling off was chiefly at the General 
hospital Trevandrum and at the Civilvhospitals in Quilon, 
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Pudraanabapurom and Muvattupulay, while the institutions 
at Alleppey, Alwaye, Shencottah and Parachallay treated 
a larger number. The year was on the whole healthy and 
this probably accounts for the smaller number who sought 
medical aid. 

460. In the Jail hospital, 355 prisoners were treated 
. against 532 in the year previous. The 
^Central a iospi- avera g 0 c l a |ly strength was 456'9 as 
compared with 460‘76 in 1061 and the 
average daily sick 19 - 8 against 30‘9. 17 deaths occurred 
during the year which is the same as in the year previous. 
Three of the deaths were sudden and arose, one from orga¬ 
nic disease of the heart, another from epilepsy and the 
third from small-pox; 3 were from pneumonia, 2 from lepro¬ 
sy, 2 from diarrhoea and the rest from various other diseases. 
The percentage of death to average strength was 3'72 as 
compared with 3'69 in 1061. The death-rate was thus al¬ 
most the same as in the year previous. The Durbar Physi¬ 
cian attributes the continuance of this high rate to the de¬ 
plorable state of health in which the prisoners generally 
are when they are admitted. He says “11 prisoners died 
•“ within six months and 8 of these within three months of 
“ their incarceration. In one instance a prisoner died one 
“ month after his admission into the^ Jail. He was sufier- 
“ ing from marked debility, and three days after his im- 
“ prisonment commenced he was admitted into hospital on 
“ that account. 27 days later he was carried off by an at- 
“ tack of diarrhoea. Another prisoner succumbed to re- 
“ mittent fever 25 days after his admission, 14 of which 
“ were spent in hospital, and a third, sentenced for 20 
“ days, was brought to the jail in a cart, and was at once 
“ carried to hospital, being too much weakened by diarrhoea 
“ to walk. He succumbed to this disease the very morning 
“ on which his sentence expired.” 


461. There was one fatal case of confluent small-pox (the 
first in 20 years) which caused a great deal of anxiety; but 
owing to the precautions adopted, the disease did not lucki¬ 
ly spread.

462. 46 in-patients were treated 
during the year as compared with 58 in

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463. 120 patients were treated as compared with 112 

in the previous year, 51 being new ad- 

Luaatic Asylum. missions and 69 brought forward from 
1061. 

464. 41 of the patients -were discharged, 20 being cured 
and 21 relieved, 2 died and 77 remained at the close of the 
year. The two deaths were caused, one by diarrhoea and 
the other by obstruction of the pulmonary artery after an 
epileptic fit. The mortality during the year under report 
was 2| per cent on the average strength, the lowest ever 
recorded. Of the six solitary cells referred to in the re¬ 
port for the year 1061 as being under construction, four 
have been completed and occupied. The remaining two 
for females are in progress. 

465. A sum of Rs. 32 chs. 9 was realised by the labour 
of the lunatics during the year under report as compared 
with Rs. 41 chs. 12 in the previous year. 

466. The details of the diseases treated in the hospitals 
are given in the appendix. 

467. Surgical operations. 436 major and minor opera¬ 

tions were performed in the General 
’ operations aJMl 11111101 hospital at Trevandrum during the year 
against 836 in 1061. Eight deaths oc¬ 
curred after operation against 3 in the year previous. The 
Durbar Physician states that of these 8 deaths, only that 
which occurred after an amputation of a leg could be, in 
any way, attributed to the operation. Three deaths were 
due to complex labour where the patients were quite ex¬ 
hausted, three to cancer which could* not he eradicated by 
operation, and in the remaining case death was caused by 
dropsy for which tapping is only a mere palliative. 141 
operations were performed in the Charity hospital. No 
deaths occurred. Among the District hospitals the largest 
number of operations performed was 471 in Shertally, 390 
in Alleppey, 341 in Quilon, 297 in Mavelikaray and 236 in 
Nagercoil. The smallest number was in Cottayam, viz., 17. ■ 

468. 273 post mortem examinations were made during 

the year under report in all the hospitals 
iw,tio?s m0rtemeXam * together against 291 in 1061. They 
were all made on medico-legal grounds. 



469. Public liealtji was on the whole satisfactory. 

There was no general out-bi’eak of cholera 
11 0 ea ’■ in any part of the State during the year. 
But 18 cases of choleraic diarrhoea camo under treatment, 
2 of which were fatal. 

470. Small pox was generally prevalent throughout the 

Small ox year in different parts of the country. 

F ° x ' There was a rather serious out-break at 

Alwaye from December to June. 7 deaths occurred. 217 
cases were treated on the whole throughout the country, 
16 of which were fatal. 


471. From the returns received, it appears that 5,119 
F cases of fever were treated during the 

e ' 01 ' year against 5,350 in the year previous. 

70 deaths were recorded during the year. Thodupulay, 
Kangerapally, Moondacayam and Arumany were the places 
where fever was most prevalent. Special medical subordi¬ 
nates were detailed for duty in these places. 


472. Like the demand for education, that for medical

But the want of suitable buildings 
and duly qualified medical subordinates has prevented them 
from enlarging the operations of the Medical Department 
as much as they would wish to do. Even a dispensary in 
the Trivandrum Fort which His Highness the Maha Rajah 
was pleased to sanction several months ago, for the benefit 
of the population residing within and about the suburbs of 
the Fort, has not yet been opened for want of a building, 
it being found difficult even to rent one suited to the

476. Trained midwives and sick nurses are also very 
, , much required in the country. To meet 

“Victoria'MecUoiii 16 this want His Highness the Maha Rajah 
School and Hospital^ availed himself of the celebration of the 
fur women utQmlon. Queen-.Empress’ Jubilee to sanction the 
establishment of a school at Quilon where a class of mid¬ 
wives and nurses could be trained. Here too, the want of 
a suitable building prevented the school being opened at 
once. A bungalow was at last purchased in the vicinity 
of the Quilon hospital, repaired and fitted up and the school 
was opened during the current year with a class of 9 pupils 
drawn from different sections of the community. One of 
these is a private pupil supported by the Durbar Physician. 
The others receive stipends of 10 Rs. each. They are free 
to practise privately in any part of the country on complet¬ 
ing the course of instruction, though, if they so elect, they 
will be taken into the service of the State. The school is 
under the immediate charge of Mr. Poonen, a Syrian 
Christian of Travancore, who took his medical degree in 
the Uuniversity of Aberdeen and is in charge of the Quilon 
district hospital. A duly qualified matron was also engag¬ 
ed for the school. The institution costs in all 205 Rs. per 
mensem. It is called in honor of Her Majesty “ The 
Victoria Medical School and Hospital for women.” 

4,77. Of private medical institutions in the country 
there are the London Mission hospital 
Institutions. Medl0al at Neyoor with branches at Tituvelay, 
Coolashagarum, &e., which are doing a 
very useful work. The Neyoor hospital receives an. an¬ 
nual grant-in-aid from the State. 

478. A new dispensary for Nagercoil in connection 
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with the same Mission haying been proposed in honor of 
Her Majesty’s Jubilee, His Highness gave a donation in 
aid of the building fund. The dispensary is now under 
construction. A donation for a Leper ward in connection 
with the Charity hospital at Alleppey has also been pro¬ 
mised. This too is in commemoration of the Jubilee. An 
annual grant-in-aid has been sanctioned for a hospital at 
Magnamay established by the Roman Catholic Archbishop 
of Verapoly. 

479. The planters at Angenad, North Travancore, having 
moved for the opening of a hospital there, they have been 
promised a yearly contribution from the State equal to the 
amount of private subscriptions but not exceeding 1,000 Rs. 
a year. An annual grant of Rs. 110 has also been made 
for the maintenance of the local fund dispensary at Bodi- 
naikanoor which, though in British territory, is reported 
to afford medical aid to coolies and others working in the 
Travancore plantations near the boundary. 

480. The' total number of operations rvas 85,675 

Vaccination against 85,609 in 1061. The Super- 

accma ion. intendent of Vaccination points out that 

though the total number of operations over that of the 
previous year is only 66, yet the increase in primary 
vaccinations is very considerable, viz., 3,562—a very satis¬ 
factory result. He attributes this to the increased zeal 
of the vaccinators and to the help afforded in some parts 
of the State by the revenue authorities. 

481. The following is a comparative statement of the

There is a marked increase in the number of operations 
among the lower classes of Hindus—2,130 Pullayars are 
reported to have been vaccinated during the year over 
those vaccinated the previous year. Among Brahmins, 
Kschetrias, Pandy Sudras and Mahomedans there was a 
falling off. 

482. The Superintendent reports that he had oppor¬ 
tunities of comparing the lymph in his Department with 
that used in Native Cochin and in the adjoining British 
dirtricts and is of opinion that it is in no way superior to 
his own. An attempt was made to introduce animal 
lymph but without success. The experiment will be re¬ 
peated.

484. The aggregate cost of the Medical Department 
0ost in salaries, medical supplies, dieting, &c.,

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G. POLITICAL. 

485. Under this head, I have the pleasure to record the 
celebration of the Jubilee of the 50th year of Her Most 
Gracious Majesty’s glorious reign. 

486. With deep affection and loyalty His Highness the 
Maha Rajah, his Officers and subjects joined in the demon¬ 
strations and festivities held on the joyful occasion. 

487. The folio-wing extracts from a Gazette Extraordi¬ 
nary published at the time give an account of the proceed¬ 
ings on the occasion of the happy event:— 

“ As soon as it tvas known that His Excellency the 
Viceroy had fixed the 16th February for the celebration of 
the fiftieth anniversary of the reign of Her Most Gracious 
Majesty the Queen-Empress, His Highness the Malta Rajah 
countermanded the arrangements, then in progress, for a 
tour to Madras and Bombay and commanded his new. 
Dewan M. R. Ry. T. Rama Row Avergal to make prepara¬ 
tions for commemorating the day in a manner befitting the 
occasion. The Dewan lost no time in issuing a programme 
which embraced the observance of the 16th and 17th In¬ 
stant as public holidays throughout the State, and invita¬ 
tions were issued to the European and principal native 
officers at Trevandrum and the outstations, to the Bishops 
and Clergymen of the Protestant, Roman Catholic and 
Syrian Churches, and to the leading merchants, planters 
and land-holders to take part in the festivities at the 
Capital. European ladies were of course included in the 
invitation. 

" At 6-30 a. ai. on the 16th Instant, the troops of His 
Highness the Maha Rajah paraded in review order under 
the Command of Lieut. Col. W. D. Brodie Ketchen, Madras 
Light Cavalry, Commanding the Nayar Brigade. 

“ At sunrise, the Artillery of the Nayar Brigade fired 
an Imperial salute of 101 guns. 
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“ At 6 a. m. tKe cavalry and infantry with the Band 
of the Nayar Brigade took up their position in line on the 
Brigade Parade ground. 

“ On the arrival of His Highness the Maha Rajah the 
artillery fired a salute of 21 guns and the Brigade gave a 
Royal salute. Mr. Hannyngton the British Resident- was 
also received with the usual salute from the troops. 

“ The cavalry and infantry then formed up for march¬ 
ing past, the cavalry in column of troops, the infantry in 
quarter column on the right company, and moved oif to the 
saluting base, the cavalry by troops, and marched past by 
squadron, the infantry by fonrs in quarter column, advan¬ 
cing in column and saluting as they passed the flagstaff 
beside which His Highness had taken up his position. The 
cavalry then moved on to the Parade lino while the infantry 
changed ranks and marched past in quarter column, first 
in quick time and then in double time, wheeling at the end 
of the saluting base, and on arriving at the fourth point 
resumed their original position in line. 

“ Tlie cavalry then trotted past and having wheeled 
about by troops, galloped past in squadrons. The infantry 
were then put through the manual, firing and sword bayo¬ 
net exercise after which the cavalry performed the sword 
exercise and pursuing practice at a walk and in quick time. 
They then resumed their original position upon the right 
of the line. 

“ The whole Brigade then advanced in review order 
and gave a Royal salute upon halting before the flagstaff. 
The cavalry formed column of troops on the right of the 
infantry who had formed quarter column upon one of the 
centre companies, officers and colors taking post in review 
order. 

“ His Highness the Maha Rajah then addressed 
Colonel Ketehen expressing the greatest satisfaction with 
the appearance of the troops and tlie manner in which they 
had gone through the several evolutions. At the con¬ 
clusion of his address, a Royal salute was given and the 
troops marched to their barracks. Before leaving the 
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Parade ground, the troops gave three hearty cheers for 
Her Majesty and His Highness the Malta Rajah. 

“ The review was witnessed by His Highness the 
Elijah Rajah, His Highness the First Prince, the Dewan, 
General Hodding, (who had come to inspect the Resident’s 
Escort) by many ladies and gentlemen and a large assem¬ 
blage of spectators. 

“ At 11 a. ,\t. a public breakfast was given at the 
Dewan’s residence to the Hindu officers of the State and 
other native gentlemen. About 300 sat down to it. 

“ At 4 r. u. His Highness the Malta Rajah held a 
Public Durbar in the Durbar Hall of the new Public Offices 
for the purpose of receiving from the British Resident, 
a Kareeta addressed to His Highness by His Excellency 
the Right Honorable the Viceroy and fiovernor General 
of India in connection with the event. 

“ One battalion of infantry, one troop of cavalry and 
a detachment of the artillery (4 guns) again paraded and 
were drawn up in the enclosure facing the Durbar Hall. 
The Resident’s Escort took up a position on the left. The 
State elephants, fully caparisoned, were also on the ground 
in rear of the troops. 

“ His Highness the Maha Rajah, escorted by the Body 
Guard and preceded by Their Highnesses the Elliah Rajah 
and. the First Prince, arrived shortly before the hour 
appointed and was received with the usual Royal salute 
from the artillery and troops. 

“ The British Resident came at the appointed hour 
in one of His Highness’ carriages and under an escort of 
His Highness’ Body Guard, the artillery and troops 
saluting him as usual. Mr. Hannyngton was received by 
the Dewan on alighting from his carriage and was met at 
the entrance to the Durbar Hall by His Highness the 
Elliah Rajah, who conducted him to the centre of the Hal1, 
where His Highness the Maha Rajah, after a mutual inter¬ 
change of greetings, offered his arm and led him to his 
seat on the right of the throne. 

“ The company being seated, the Viceroy’s Kareeta 
was delivered on a silver salver to His Highness the Maha 
Rajah, who opened it and gave it to the Dewan to he read 
aloud. 
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“ It ran as follows:— 

‘His Highness Sri Padmanabka Dasa Vauji Bak Rama 
Vanua Kulashekhera Kirita Pathi Mani Sultan Malm Rajah Raj 
Rama Raja Bahadur Shamsker Jang, Travancore. 

1 My honoured and valued friend, 

“ It is with sincere pleasure that I have heard of the prepara¬ 
tions which Your Highness has made in order to commemorate, in a 
manner befitting the occasion, the fiftieth year of the reign of Her 
Most Gracious Majesty the Queen, Er [press of India, I shall not 
fail to inform Her Majesty of this spontaneous expression of loyalty 
and affection on your part. 

‘ Queen Victoria’s long and tranquil rule has been marked 
throughout her wide dominions by the ever increasing prosperity 
and happiness of the millions entrusted to her charge. In India, it 
has established an uninterrupted and unbroken peace; and under 
its protecting shelter, the ruling Chiefs of this country, undisturbed 
by the fear of invasion from without or of revolution from within, 
have been able to devote their time and attention to the welfare of 
their subjects .and to the moral and material advancement of their 
States. 

‘ I am happy to learn that Your Highness has so readily taken 
the opportunity afforded by this auspicious occasion to show your 
just appreciation of the great benefits you have experienced under 
the benign and beneficent rule of Her Majesty the Queen. 

‘ I can assure you that it is our Gracious Sovereign’s desire to 
extend to you, on all occasions, her warm sympathy and hearty 
assistance, to support your authority, enhance your personal con¬ 
sideration and to maintain unbroken the cordial relations which have 
at all times subsisted between Her Majesty’s Government and Your 
Highness. 

‘ I desire to express the high consideration which I entertain for 
Your Highness and to subscribe myself'

“ When the Kareeta was read, the Right Honorable 
the Viceroy’s salute of 31 guns was fired with a fau-cle-joie 
after each instalment of the guns, the national anthem 
being played, first by parts and then throughout; and 
three cheers were given for Her Majesty the Queen* 
Empress. 
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“ His Highness the Maha Rajah, then, through the 
Dewan, addressed the assembly as follows:— 

‘ Mr. Hannyngton, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

‘ I need hardly say how grateful I am for the kindly assurances 
of good will contained in the letter which I have just had the honor 
of receiving from His Excellency the Viceroy and for his apprecia¬ 
tion of my humble efforts to celebrate this day in a manner befitting 
the occasion. I request his Representative, my friend here, to con¬ 
vey to His Excellency my warmest acknowledgments. 

‘ It has pleased the Almighty to extend to half a century, a 
reign at once beneficent and glorious, ami while we unite in thanks¬ 
giving for this great mercy, we likewise pray that He may vouchsafe 
to prolong it to the longest span. 

‘ We are justly proud of our liege Lady—sitting cuthroned on 
the four quarters of the globe and on islands in every ocean—sending 
forth her ships to collect and distribute the material blessings of the 
earth, and her agents to carry every where the still higher blessings 
which humanise and elevate mankind—herself endowed with every 
virtue which can adorn a Sovereign or grace a woman. Her armies 
have marched to victory over forces mightier than her own, but never 
for vain-glory—her flag, wherever it flies, is the symbol of protection 
to the good and a sign in the air warning the wicked from his evil 

‘ My house has been fortunate enough to ally itself to the great 
British power in India from the earliest times, and to that alliance I 
owe the Musnud on which I sit; for it saved the country at a critical 
time and has maintained it in peace ever since. To the influence of 
Her Majesty’s supremacy is due also whatever of prosperity and en¬ 
lightenment Travancore has attained to; for her Representatives 
have guided our footsteps in the path of progress, and her country¬ 
men have contributed largely to raise our people and develope our 
resources. It is not, then, surprising, Gentlemen, that bound by 
these ties of gratitude, I should avail myself of this opportunity to 
call you together to honor the Lady who commands our highest ad¬ 
miration and respect. 

‘To impress the occasion on the minds of all my subjects, I 
fiave this day remitted certain arrears of revenue. Nor have the 
rising generation nor the poor been forgotten, while a few convicts 
go free, to bless the day. 

‘ All India rings to-day with a long-drawn shout of “ Vive la 
Heine” which the Himalayas will catch up and echo to the countries 
beyond, till all the world hears it, and hearing, will know that 
Brmces and people are united in one strong bond of loyalty and 
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affection to their beloved Queen. We join in the cheer. 

Christian and Hindu and Moslem are wo. 

Yet all of us one, in our cheering for thee, 

Victoria 

Long live Victoria, Queen of England, Empress of India.’ 

" At the conclusion of. the address, 12 selected 
convicts, one of -whom was a woman, were released, and 
the following Proclamations were read in Malayalnm to the 
people assembled outside the Hall 

‘ Proclamation by His Highness Sri Patmanabha Dasa Vanehi 
Bala Rama Varma Kulasekhara Kiritapati Manney Sultan Maharaja 
Raja Ramaraja Bahadur Shamsher Jang, Maharaja of Travancore, 
issued under’ date the 4th Kutribhom 1062. 

‘ Whereas by the Proclamation issued on the 5th Karkadagom 
1059 the levying of a fee of two per cent on certain transfers of Pan¬ 
dora Pattom'lands was relinquished by the State with effect from the 
1st Chingom 1060, and whereas We are given to understand that the 
fees and penalties on transfers anterior to that date are still being 
levied, thus causing hardship and trouble to Our ryots. 

‘We are pleased, with a view to relieving Our subjects wholly 
from this impost, to command the relinquishment of the said trans¬ 
fer fee altogether.’

' Proclamation by His Highness Sri Patmanabha Dasa Vanehi 
Bala Rama Varma Kulasekhara Kiritapati Manney Sultan Maharaja 
Raja Ramaraja Bahadur Shamsher Jang, Maharaja of Travancore, 
issued under date the 4th Kumbhom 1002. 

subject to a penalty of 3 p.er cent of the consideration recited in the 
deed, and whereas owing to the enactment of the Registration Regu¬ 
lation of 1043 and the Stamp Regulation of 1059 the practice of en¬ 
grossing documents on cadjans has ceased; and whereas We have 
already exempted from the payment of this penalty instruments pro¬ 
duced in connection with investigations conducted in the course of the 
Revenue Settlement now iri progress, We are now pleased to relieve 
Our subjects henceforth from the payment of the above penalty on 
all documents executed on unstamped cadjans wherever such docu¬ 
ments may have to he produced in evidence.’

“ Attar and pan were then presented to the Resident 
and Mrs. Hannyngton and to the Commandant of the 
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Nayar Brigade and Mrs. Ketchen l>y His Highness the 
Maha Rajah, and to the other Europeans by their 
Highnesses the Elliah Rajah and the First Prince. His 
Highness and the Resident then left the Hall under the 
usual salutes from the Artillery and troops, and the Durbar 
broke up. 

“ The same evening at 8 r. m. His Highness the Maha 
Rajah gave a State Dinner in the suite of apartments 
adjoining the Durbar Hall, at which His Highness the 
Elliah Rajah, His Highness the First Prince, the Resident 
and Mrs. Hannyngton and nearly all the European ladies 
and gentlemen who attended the Durbar were present. 
The dining saloon was very tastefully decorated with young 
Areca palms, with crotons and foliage plants artistically 
arranged at their base, under the direction of Col. Ketchen. 
The Durbar Hall itself, which was fitted up as a drawing 
room, was brilliantly lighted. The roads in the town which 
were gaily decorated during the day, almost at every gate, 
with plantain trees, evergreens, bannerets and mottoes 
expressing good wishes for the Queen, were illuminated in 
the evening for several miles, extending from the landing 
place beyond the fort to the Residency and from Puttum 
to Tiruvellum. The Palaces, the Residency, the entrance 
to the barracks, the residence of the Commandant of the 
Nayar brigade, the College, the Police office and stores, the 
Dewan’s residence, the Telegraph and Post offices and the 
Public offices where the dinner was held, were ablaze with 
light, the latter being hung with festoons of Chinese lan¬ 
terns along its long verandahs. Private residents vied with 
the State in demonstrations in this direction, and crowds 
of people paraded the streets to a late hour of the night. 

“A guard of honor was drawn up on the grounds of 
the Public Offices, and the Band of the Nayar Brigade 
played during the dinner. The Police preserved order 
under the direction of Mr. 0. H. Bensley, the Superinten¬ 
dent. Her Majesty’s health was the only one given during 
the dinner. It was proposed by His Highness the Maha 
Rajah who spoke as follows:— 

■ Ladies and Gentlemen,, 

‘ I rise to propose the toast of the evening, and I have no 
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doubt as to the manner in which it will be responded to. We cele¬ 
brate to-day the 50th year of a reign which has brought happiness 
and prosperity to the millions who are fortunate enough to come un¬ 
der the rule of Her Most Gracious Majesty. That rule is synony¬ 
mous with justice and benevolence, with liberty and toleration, with 
the suppression of vice and the elevation of virtue. Hers is a name 
which can make the tyrant tremble on his throne of misrule, yet send 
a warm glow into the heart of the lowly cottager, from her sympathy 
with the poor and the suffering. When we wish and pray for her 
long reign and happiness, we wish and pray for the continuance of 
peace and prosperity to a large portion of the human race. Let us 
then drink to the health of our liege Lady whom we all respect and 
admire—Let us drink to the health of Victoria, Queen of England, 
Empress of India.’ 

‘ Long live the-Queest-Empress.’ 

“ As was expected, it was received with hearty cheers, 
the Band playing the national anthem. 

“ After the dinner there was a splendid display of 
fireworks manufactured both by natives of Travancore and 
by men specially got down from Madras. It was witnessed 
by several thousands of spectators. • Order was well main¬ 
tained and there were no accidents. 

“ At 4-30 p. m. on the 1.7th Instant, there were rope- 
dancing and acrobatic performances in the Public Garden 
witnessed by a large assemblage composed of all classes. 

“ At 7 r. m. Mi\ and Mrs. Hannyngton had a dinner 
party at the Residency to which the European Society of 
Trivandrum and the visitors from out-stations were invited. 
The Resident proposed Her Majesty’s health which was 
responded, to with hearty cheers, the company singing 
“ God Save the Queen. ” Mr. Hannyngton next proposed 
His Highness’ health in a short speech, as follows:— 

' Maharajah, Princes, Ladies and Gentlemen, • 

‘ We have joined in wishing to Her Majesty the Queen- 
Empress of India, continuance of life and happiness. 

‘ We have in our midst this evening, in the person of His 
Highness the Maharajah of Travancore, one of Her Majesty’s most 
loyal allies. 

‘ Under Her Majesty’s protection, favored with her friendship 
and aided by her advice, Travancore holds no mean position among 
the States of India. 
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‘ The occasion of Her Majesty's Jubilee 1ms afforded to the 
people of Travancore an opportunity of expressing tlieir loyalty and 
affection for their friend, counsellor and protector, and this opportu¬ 
nity they have not been slow to grasp. 

‘ The demonstrations which are being made, not in the Capi¬ 
tal alone, but throughout the State, testify to the cordial fueling with 
which our Queen is regarded by the people of Travaucoiv. 

1 As the humble representative of Her Majesty the Empress, 
in this State, I desire to express to His Highness the Maharajah 
personally, and to the people of Travancore in the person of their 
Maharajah, my grateful appreciation of the loyal demonstrations of 
confidence and affection which have been tendered throughout the 
State to my Mistress and Queen, and I desire gentlemen that you 
join me in giving three cheers for His Highness the Maharajah of 
Travancore and in drinking to his health and prosperity and to the 
prosperity and happiness of his people.’ 

“ The company received it with cheers and His High¬ 
ness acknowledged the compliment in a few appropriate 
words. 

“At 9-30 r. m. the Public Garden and the Museum 
were brilliantly illuminated under the direction of Ool. 
Ketchen, the Honorary Secretary. The whole of the west¬ 
ern facade of the Museum and both the northern and 
southern ends of the building were lit up, several devices 
and monograms being conspicuous. All the roads had 
lights on both sides and each terrace was illuminated. 
Along one, in large letters from end to end, were 
Y. ft. I. 1887. Jubilee. 1887. Y. R. I. 

“ The lower gardens and both the upper and lower 
lakes were lit up. The Chinese Pagoda in the middle of 
the latter was illuminated from its base to summit. Chinese 
lanterns were suspended from numerous trees throughout 


“ Thousands of people visited the gardens and seemed 
to enjoy themselves. A dancing platform was erected 
near the Band-stand and dancing was enjoyed by inany 
from 10 —p. m. to 2 -a. ji. on the 18th. Refreshments were 
laid out in a pandal. 

“ His Highness the Maha Rajah, Mr. and Mrs. Han- 
nyngton and the party at the Residency visited the garden 
on tHeir return from the dinner. 




“ The sajne evening, His Highness the Maha Rajah 
gave a dinner to the Mahomedan community in a pavilion 
erected at Chingara Thope. It was presided over hy 
Mr. Syed Abdul Khader, the Stables Karbari. 

“ The troops received a bonus of two days’ pay and 
the Band, three days’ pay. 

“ On the morning of the 16th Instant, the poor were 
fed at the expense of the State at four different places at 
the Capital, and in the towns of Cottayam, Alleppey, Quilon 
and Pulpanabapuram, under the supervision of Govern¬ 
ment officers. 

“Funds were provided for a treat to the boys and 
girds attending the public and private schools at Tri¬ 
vandrum, Nagercoil including Kotar, Parachalay, Neyoor, 
Quilon, Cottayam, and Tiruvellah. 

“ On Saturday evening the 12th February three of 
the schools in the suburbs of Trivandrum connected with 
the London Mission under the Revd. S. Mateer assembled, 
at the Mission house and received a couple of cloths each, 
after which fruits, cakes, and sweets were distributed and 
singing and other plays enjoyed, and the Public gardens 
visited under the care of the teachers. On Monday after¬ 
noon, five other schools were assembled, comprising nearly 
200 children, when games were greatly enjoyed such as 
racing, tug of war, swinging and gymnastics, marching 
with clapping of hands &c .—“ God save the Queen ” was 
nicely sung in Malayahnn by the boarding school children, 
prizes of picture books, dolls &o. were distributed, and 
cakes, fruit? and sweets to all. 

“ The girls attending the Zenana Mission schools 
under Miss Blandford received a pi’esent of money each, as 
it was found difficult to arrange a treat for the different 
classes attending those schools. * 

“ The students of His Highness’ College, High school 
and Preparatory school, under Dr. Harvey M. a., as also' 
the pupils of the Government Girls’ school in the Canton¬ 
ment under Mrs. Elliott and of the Roman Catholic- 
Convent school under the Nuns, assembled each on its own 



grounds on tiie afternoon of Saturday tlie 19tli Instant, 
They had games and races and other sports up t6 a late 
hour in the evening, when refreshments were .served, and 
cheers were given for Her Majesty the Queen-Empress and 
for His Highness the Maha Rajah—“ God save the Queen” 
being sung by all. At the College there was vocal and 
instrumental music and Dr. Harvey delivered an address 
appropriate to the occasion. At the Convent school there 
were magical performances and an exhibition of the magic 
lantern. His Highness the Maha Rajah and other 
members of the Royal family, the British Resident and 
Mrs. Hannyngton and several ladies and gentlemen, were 
present at the sports in the College. 

“ Treats were also given at Trevandrum to the Roman 
Catholic Parochial Boys’ school in the Cantonment (150), 
to . the Mahommedan school (80), to the grant-in-aid 
English schools (600), and the hoys and girls of the Verna¬ 
cular schools under the Director of Vernacular Education 
(2,669). The treat to the Sunday school children under 
the Revd. C. H. Malden is yet to come off. At tlie out- 
stations, the boys and girls entertained amounted to about 
10,000 embracing Protestant, Roman Catholic and Syrian 
Christians, Hindus and some Mahomedans. 

“ Punds were remitted to the London Mission hospital 
at Neyoor, to the Archbishop’s hospital at Verapoly, to the 
Women’s workshop and to the Society of St. Vincent de 
Paul, Trevandrum, and it was suggested to the Managers 
to provide a treat and a supiply of clothing to the poor of 
those institutions, hut they were left at liberty to utilise 
the funds in any other way they considered best. 

“ Elis -Highness the Maha Rajah contributed 10,000 Rs. 
to the Imperial Institute in London which is proposed to 
be established in commemoration of the Jubilee, and 
2,000 Rs. to the Victoria Technical Institute proposed for 
Madras. Rs. 50,000 are set apart for a local State 
Memorial which will probably take the form of a school for 
the training of Hindu females as midwives and sick nurses. 

“ A contribution has been made to tlie funds being 
collected by the Revd. I. H. Hacker for a Reading room at 
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Neyoor to be called tlie ‘ Victoria Reading Room,’ the first 
stone of which was expected to be laid on the Jubilee day. 
Alcontribution has also been promised to the funds being * 
raised by public subscription at Alleppey to build a Charity 
hospital in commemoration of the event. 

DEMONSTRATIONS BY THE PEOPLE. 

“ It has been already noticed that the people of Tri¬ 
vandrum decorated their gates on the Jubilee day and 
illuminated them at night. 

“ A public meeting, called by M. R. Ry. T. Rama Row 
■Avergal, -was held at the College on Saturday the 12th 
Instant to concert measures for forwarding a respectful 
address of congratulation to Her Majesty, to reach Her on 
the 20th June and to take other measures for com¬ 
memorating the oOtli anniversary of Her reign. The 
meeting was largely attended and was presided over by 
Mr. J. C. Hannyngton the British Resident. The pro¬ 
ceedings of the meeting are given below:— 

‘ Proceedings of a meeting held in His Highness the Malia 
Rajah’s College, Trivandrum, on Saturday the 12th February 1887. 

‘ The British Resident having been requested to take the chair, 

‘ I. It was proposed by Lt. Col. W. D. Brodie Ketchen that the 
people in Travancore of all' classes unite in submitting a respectful 
address to Her Majesty offering then- congratulations on the 50th 
anniversary of Her Majesty’s glorious and prosperous reign. The 
proposal -was seconded by M. R. Ry. R. Jeganatha Row Avergal ' 
who in seconding- the proposal spoke to some length dilating upon 
the beneficial changes which had occurred to India during the long 
and prosperous reign of Her Majesty the Queen, Empress of India. 
The proposition having been placed before the meeting was carried 
unanimously. 

‘ II. It was then proposed by M. R. Ry. T. Rama Row Avergal, 
seconded by M. R. Ry. R. Reghunatha Row Avergal that a telegram 
of congratulation be forwarded to Her Majesty on the morning of 
the 16th February. 

‘ The proposition was carried nem. cm . it being arranged that 
the matters connected with the framing of the telegram and its des¬ 
patch be placed in the hands of a committee to be selected further 
on the present meeting. 

‘ III It was next proposed by Dr. W. E. Ormsby' seconded by : 
M. R. Ry. M. Chockalingom Pillay Avergal that public subscriptions, 
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from every part of this State b<:- invited to provide a suitable casket 
to hold the address. 

♦ ‘ In making this proposition, Dr. Ormsby remarked that what¬ 

ever changes bad occurred during the fifty years of Her Majesty's 
reign, one thing had never changed, namely the love of the Queen 
for Her people and of Her people for their Queen. 

‘ In a short discussion which followed, it was remarked that the 
artistic talent of the State of Travaneore would doubtless prove itself 
capable of producing a suitable casket and one worthy of the ocea- 

‘ The proposition was enthusiastically carried. 

' IV. It was proposed by M. R. Ry. A. Govinda Pillay Avergal, 
seconded by Dr. R. Harvey that, a committee composed of the follow¬ 
ing gentlemen be formed, 

(a) to prepare an address and obtain signatures, 

(b) to design and get the casket executed. 

(c) to despatch the address and the casket to Her Majesty 

to reach England to be presented to Her Majesty on 
20th June, 

(d) to be empowered to collect subscriptions and cany out 
the purposes of this meeting, 

(e) to be empowered to add to their number and form sub¬ 

committees, if necessary, 

(f) to frame and despatch the telegram refened to in Re¬ 

solution II. 

‘ The proposition was unanimously carried and in the discussion 
thereon it was resolved that the following gentlemen be requested to 
join the committee. 

‘ (1) The Dewan of Travaneore, (2) The Chief Justice, (3) 
The Valia Coil Thumburan, (4) Dr. Harvey, (5) Mr. Bensley, (6) 
Mr. Watts, (7) Mr. T. R. Narayana Pillay, (S) Mr. T. Kunhi 
Raman Nair, (91 Mr. S. Shungrasoobyer, (10) Mr. Reghunatha, 
Row, (11) Mr. Ramanatha Row', (12) Mr. M. Mathaven Thamby, (13) 
Mr. K. Kuruvilla, (14) Mr. A. Muthoonavagom Pillay, (15) Mr.Syed 
Abdul Kadir, (16) Lt. Colonel Ketchen, (17) Mr. Thiravmm Pillay 
(18) Dr. Ormsby, (19) Mr. Jacob, (20) Mr. LaBouchardiere, (21) 
Mr. Prince, (22) Mr. Sawyer, (23) Mr. Matcher (senior), (24) Mr. 
Jackson, (25) Mr. Mitchell, (26) Mr. T. Vedadrisadasa Moodaliar. 

>. In the course of the discussion regarding this resolution, wishes 
were expressed that it should be understood that all subscriptions 
collected should be devoted to a Travaneore celebration of the 
Jubilee quite unconnected with the Madras committee. The chair¬ 
man stated that, in his opinion, the best method of working would 
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be tha t the Central Committee appointed by this meeting in Trevan- 
drum should communicate with all influential residents of the Tra- 
vancore State in view to obtaining their assistance in collecting sub- 
-seriptions and in carrying out the objects of this meeting. * 

‘ V. It was next proposed by M. E. Ey. Krishnaswamy Kow 
Avergal, seconded by M. E. Ey. Eamanatha Eow Avergal, that it is 
highly desirable that the Jubilee of the glorious and prosperous reign 
of Her Majesty the Empress of India should he commemorated by a 
permanent local memorial named after Her Majesty. That a sepa¬ 
rate subscription be opened for this purpose, the particular form of 
the memorial being left to the determination of the Executive 
Committee. 

' In bringing the proposition before the meeting Mr. Krishna¬ 
swamy Eow remarked that it was impossible, to determine the nature 
of the memorial until some idea could be formed of the amount 
which might be collected by subscription, and that consequently this 
matter might for the present be left with the Central Committee. 
The resolution was unanimously carried. 

‘ VI. It was proposed by M. E. Ey. T. Kunhi Eaman Nair, 
seconded by M. E. Ey. T. E. Narayana Pillay Avergal that in the 
opinion of this meeting it is desirable that a contribution be made 
to the Imperial Institute in England in token of our sympathy with 
the Institution. The proposal was unanimously carried. 

‘ VII. In the discussion on. this matter it was proposed that the 
subscription lists should contain three columns so that subscribers 
should be at liberty to subscribe to the general fund, the local memo¬ 
rial or the Imperial Institute as they might please. This proposition 
was put forward by Mr. Eamanatha Eow, seconded by Mr. Prince 
and being laid before the meeting was unanimously carried, 

‘ VIII. It was proposed hy M. E. Ey. P. Soondrum Pillay 
Avergal, and seconded by M. E. Ey. Soobramony Iyer Avergal, that 
Messrs. I. H. Prince and Eamanatha Eow he requested to become 
the Joint Secretaries. 

‘ The proposition was carried unanimously. 

‘ IK. It was then proposed by Mr. Sawyer and seconded by 
Mr. K. K. Kuruvilla, that Mr. T. L. Gomez be requested to be the 
Treasurer, and this proposition having been carried. 

‘ The Chairman read a letter from M. E. Ey. Kerala Varma 
Avergal, Valia Coil Thamburan, addressed to Dr. Harvey, Principal 
of His Highness the Maha Eajah’s College, in which he intimated 
that in connection with Her Majesty’s Jubilee he desired to place a 
sum of Es. 2,100 at the disposal of the Principal of the College in 
view to the formation of a permanent scholarship to be called 
“ the Victoria Jubilee Scholarship ” This announcement was received 



with applause and it was unanimously resolved that the Secretary 
be requested to convey to the Valia Coil Thampuran the thanks of 
this meeting for the liberal example set by him. 

' The meeting closed with a vote of thanks to the Chairman 
and a subscription list was then circulated amongst the persons

Resolution III. 

‘ Proposed by Parwatliy Animal, that Her Highness the Junior 
Rani, Mrs. A. Govinda Pillai and Mi-s. C. Krishna Pillai be empower¬ 
ed to cany out the resolutions of the meeting, with power to add 
others to their number. 

Seconded by Mrs. Nagercoil Krishnen Thambi, includ¬ 
ing the proposer’s name. 

‘ Mrs. T. Kunhiraman Hair and Lekshmy Pillai then addressed 
the meeting extolling the greatness of Her Majesty and the appro¬ 
priateness of a homage of the kind proposed being paid to Her 
Majesty. . 

‘ Sandal, Rose-water and Ran Supari were then distributed. 

‘ The meeting dispersed after thanking Her Highness for con-. 
veiling the meeting and presiding at it. 

‘ The meeting commenced at 6-30 P. M. and lasted till 9 o’clock. 

‘ A party of native musicians played before the commencement 
and at close of the meeting. 

( A thousand and odd Rupees were subscribed en the spot.’ 
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“ A special service was held in the Anglican church in 
Trivandrum by the Revel. 0. H. Malden, Government 
Chaplain, on the morning of the .Jubilee day. The church 
was quite crowded and many had to stand out. 

“ The Roman Catholics had a High Mass performed 
the same morning at which the Archbishop of Verapolay 
and the Bishop of Quilon assisted. The singing was by 
the Nuns and girls of the Convent school with accompani¬ 
ment on the harmonium and several violins played also by 
the girls. 

“ Special seiwices were held on the 17th and 20th 
Instant in the London Mission chapel in the Cantonment 
under the Revel. S. Mateer. A leaflet in Tamil was issued 
from the London Mission Press at Nagercoil recounting the 
benefits that have accrued during Her Majesty’s long reign 
and concluding with the Tamil version of ‘ God save the 
Queen. ’ 

“ The Hindus and Mahomedans had also thanksgiving 
services during the week. 

“ Such services have doubtless been held at the nu¬ 
merous stations of Protestant, Roman Catholic and Syrian 
Clergymen, and at several Temples and Mosques. 

“ There have doubtless been local celebrations of the 
eventful day at many of the more important towns, but no 
accounts have come to hand yet. At Alleppey a public 
meeting was held at which it was resolved:— 

‘To request the Government to convoy to Her Imperial Majesty 
the Queen the congratulations of the public of Alleppey. 

2. ‘ To feed the poor of the town on the 16th Instant (indepen¬ 
dent of the feeding by the State). 

8. ‘ To illuminate the town on the night of the 16‘th and 17th 
and to have a display of fireworks at the beach on the night of the 
16th Instant. 

4. ‘ To give a treat to the school children in Alleppey not in¬ 
cluded in the Government grant for the above purpose. 

5. ‘ To open a subscription list for the necessary funds. 
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0. ‘ T« endeavour to commemorate the fiftieth anniversary of 

Her Majesty’s reign in a tangible form by erecting a building for the 
accommodation of patients in the local Charity Hospital and to. ask 
from the Government a grant for the same.’ 

“ At Neyoor, as already noticed, it was resolved to 
erect a reading room. 

“ The Gana Samaj, Trivandrum gave a musical enter-. 
tainment hi the College Hall in honor of the occasion, on 
the I7tli Instant.” 

458. This does not however profess to be a complete 
record of the rejoicings held in different parts of the State 
the remotest villages having held small demonstrations of 
their own. 

459. His Highness the Maha Rajah availed himself <rf 
the opportunity to send certain presents for Her Majesty’s 
kind acceptance. These Avere forwarded through the 
Madras Government with the accompanying letter.

I. ‘A pair of elephant tusks mounted as dower vases on a stand 
of rose-wood covered with ivory. The tusks are mounted with gold 
and are entwined by a pepper vine in fruit worked in gold. The 
vases are supported on two elephants’ heads carved in ebony and rising, 
from out of a base of rock and jungle worked in ivory and elephants’ 
teeth. The trunks of the elephants support a lotus of ivory on which 
is seated a golden image of Latchmi the Goddess of prosperity. 

II. ‘ A pah of elephants’ tusks mounted on a buffalo’s head 
carved in ebony and resting on a piece of carved ebony which is sup¬ 
ported on four griffins. The tusks are supported higher up by a, 
cross bar of ebony resting on the heads of four figures representing some 
of the incarnations of Vishnu. Reaching from the projecting ends 
of the cross bar to the tusks are 2 griffins with two elephants under 
them linking their trunks. On the centre of the bar is a sixteen hand¬ 
ed figure of Shiva standing on the prostrate form of an Absmaram 
or fiend. All the figures are of carved ebony. . 

III. AMandaparn—a wreathed cupola—supported on six pillars 
rising from a hexagonal basement. The cupola is surmounted by a lotus 
on. which is laid a figure of Krishna. Within the Mandapam axe 
figures of Vislmu and his two wives. The whole is made of gold. 

■ ‘ Description of the figures in the presents to Her Majesty the 
Queen Empress from His Highness the Malia Rajah of Travancore. 

‘ Article No. I. The large image of gold seated on the lotus 
of Ivory represents Letchmi, the goddess of wealth and prosperity 
and the wife of Vishnu, the protecting and preserving principle in 
the Hindu Triad. The lotus is a favourite seat of the gods and is 
itself emblematical of prosperous times. 

' Article No. II. The four figures carved in ebony which sup¬ 
port the bar represent four of the ten incarnations of Vishnu, The 
■ ■ ■ V 
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first of these is the Malsya Avatharam or appearance in the form of 
a fish in the lower part of the body. Vislmu took this form in order to 
rescue the Vadas or religious books from an oppressor of the Brah¬ 
mins named Shungasuran who had carried those books away to the 
bottom of the sea. The second figure represents Vishnu’s incarna¬ 
tion as a boar in which form he brought lip the earth from the sea 
where an Asura or demon had carried it away rolled up as a scroll. 
The third figure represents Vishnu as half man and half lion 
which shape he assumed iu order to destroy another Asura the 
brother of the above demon and who was a great tyrant and perse¬ 
cutor of the believers of Vishnu, hut who had obtained from Brahma 
the creative principle of the Triad, the. gift of immunity from death 
by god, man or-beast, during day or night. Vishnu in the form of a 
man-lion killed him in the twilight hour between day and night. 
The fourth figure is that of Kristna which Vislmu assumed in a later 
age as his 9th incarnation to destroy wicked mtas v _a.nd teach faith 
and -wisdom. Kristna is a great hero of the Maha Bharata, one of 
the two celebrated epic poems of India. He appears here as the ally 
of the Paodavas against their enemies the Kouravas. 

' The sixteen handed figure standing on the ebony bar is one of 
the forms of Shiva, the destroying principle in the Hindu Triad. 
He assumed this form when he danced over and trampled to death 
the Abusmaren or fiend who came to him as the messenger of cer¬ 
tain Rishis or devotees who believed in the efficacy of rites and cere¬ 
monies to the exclusion of the essentials of religion. 

‘ Article No. III. The figures in gold under the Cupola are 
Kristna mentioned above as the 9th incarnation of Vishnu and his 
two wives. 

‘ The tiny figure on the top of the Cupola represents Vishnu 
again as lying on a leaf of the sacred Banian tree. In this form he 
concentrated within himself the germs of all beings on the earth, and 
when the earth was destroyed by a great flood, he floated on the wa¬ 
ters on the leaf till, the floods subsiding, he created all things anew. ” i 

490. Her Majesty was graciously pleased to accept and 
acknowledge the presents. 

491. The year was, also marked by a visit paid to His 
Highness, the Maha Rajah by His Highness the EUiah 
Rajah of Cochin—a visit which tended to strengthen the 
bonds of amity between the “two States. His Highness of 
Cochin was the honored guest of the Maha Rajah during 
the whole of his stay in Travancore and was every where 
received with all the distinction and respect due to his high 
position, while fitting demonstrations and festivities marked 
His Highness’ stay at the Capital.

506. 2 Agricultural and 20 Police sheets were published 
in addition to special and extraordinary supplements and 
circulars. 

507. Conservancy o/the Capital. The working of the 
Department during the year under report was on the whole 
satisfactory. The reduced rate of mortality indicated by 
the mortuary register and the absence of epidemics during 
the year speak well for the improvement in the sanitation 
of the town. Several dust-boxes, cisterns and drains con¬ 
nected with the Agrasallay (feeding house) were repaired, 
as also several culverts in the Cochar channel which feeds 
the principal reservoirs in the fort. 

508. Hitherto, small conservancy establishments were., 

occasionally employed for the towns of 
Extension of sanitary Alleppey and Kotar whenever they were 
arrangements to ot rer threatened with the outbreak of epide¬ 
mics, but in the year under report sanc¬ 
tion was accorded for regularly extending the conservancy 
system to the towns of Cottayam, Alleppey, Quilon and 
Kotar, including Nagercoil. A monthly grant of 60 Rs. 
each for Cottayam and Alleppey and of 50 Rs. each for 
Quilon and Kotar was made, and the administration of the 
fund together with whatever may be collected by local 
contributions was entrusted to local committees presided at 
Cottayam, Alleppey and Quilon by the respective District 
Magistrates and at Kotar by the local .Sub-Magistrate, and 
assisted by two members selected from the community of 
the towns. 
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509. The cost of the establishment at the Capital 

amounted to Rs.20,502 against Rs.19,568 

Cost in the preceding year. The aggregate 

cost of the establishments at the out-stations amounted to 
Rs. 939 for the few months of the year during which the 
new arrangement was in force. 

510. Summary of Progress. Two new Regulations 

were passed in the year—one revising 

Legislation. the old law relating to fees leviable on 

Civil suits and the other consolidating and amending the 
law of limitation. 

51.1. Two Royal Proclamations were also issued, one 
relieving the people from the obligation to pay penalties 
on documents executed on unstamped cadjans at a time 
when cadjans bearing a Government stamp were required 
to be used, and the other relinquishing the right of the 
Government to the fees leviable on the transfer of Paridara- 
patom lands effected prior to 1060. 

512. Other legislative measures were considered and 
were in different stages of progress when the year closed, 
such as 

1 

a law for the better regulation of the salt monopoly; 
a. law for more effectually dealing with offences 
connected with the smuggling of opium and tobacco; 

a, law to enable Government to reserve and better 
conserve forests as well as to define the rights of private 
Jenmies in forest lands ; 

a law to enable Revenue officers to summon wit¬ 
nesses to give evidence or produce documents and to 
punish disobedience of such summons, and 
a law to establish a Legislative Council. 

The Civil and Criminal Procedure Codes which were 
under revision by the High Court were completed and 
submitted to Government. 

513. The mode of assessing Cherikals or wast'e lands

•514. Facilities were granted for taking up waste lands 
for cultivation bv giving tlie Divisional 
officers the power of disposing of such 
applications instead of referring them 
to the Dewan as hitherto, a system which caused much 
needless correspondence and long delays. Powers were 
similarly given to the Peishcars to dispose of Xmithal or 
abandoned lands, of escheats to Government, of assessing 
lands alienated by Jenmies and of sanctioning transfers of 
Inam lands—an appeal against their decisions or orders 
lying to the Dewan. Rules prescribing the procedure to 
be followed by the Peishcars were also passed. 


515. The Division Peishcars have also been authorised 
.Remission of tax on ren “* at once tax 0n l an( l s assumed 
landl'SSimedforpti™ for public purposes, and on lands washed 
lie purposes. away by the sea, river or backwater 

whenever such cases are brought to their notice by the 
ryots concerned, reporting the circumstances to the Huzur. 
In former days the poor ryots were often compelled to pay 
assessment on such lands till final orders were issued by 
the Dewan. 


516. The ryots were hitherto heavily handicapped in 
Byots permitted to the matter of throwing up inferior land 
srarender unremuner- -n-pich they could not remuneratively 
ve ‘ cultivate. Once a piece of land was 

registered in a ryot’s name in the Ayacut or Survey and 
Settlement account, he had to pay the tax upon it whether 
the land was cultivable or not. Land once cultivable may 
afterwards have become unfit for the plough from various 
causes—the ryot had to pay the tax all the same. If the 
tax on that particular land ran into arrears as it often did, 
that lot being unmarketable, other productive land held by 
the same ryot and which had regularly paid the tax upon 
it was held liable and sold to recover the arrears upon the 
uncultivatable land. If he continued to pay the tax his 
assets were soon exhausted. In either case ruin stared 
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him in the face to avert which he hacl oftentimes recourse 
to the artifice of transferring the registry of the land to 
some pauper who had no assets to go upon, and the 
Government never got its dues. The system was demora¬ 
lising in all its phases. His Highness the Maha Rajah has 
now been graciously pleased to command that ryots are at 
liberty to surrender any unremunerative holding and the 
Peishcars have been directed to remit the tax on such 
properties on their being surrendered. The measure is 
proving popular. 

■517. Hitherto, waste lands granted to the ryots were 
assessed with the highest rate of tax 
Undf 1mamt on wasie on the neighbouring lands under cultiva¬ 
tion. This discouraged the improvement 
of the land, as from the small capital available for culti¬ 
vation, the Government came in for a share equal to their 
share of the produce of the very best land in the vicinity 
which has been under cultivation for a long period. The 
Maha Rajah has now been pleased to command that in 
future the assessment on waste land should be the average, 
tax on the neighbouring land and not the highest rate.

the Maha Rajah has sanctioned an annual grant of Rs. 20,000 
for the Northern, Quilon and part of the Trevandrum 
Divisions to be expended pn such drainage works by Divi¬ 
sion Peishcars in communication with the ryots interested, 
and to he rateably recovered from them together with the 
tax after the completion of the works. 
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520. The preventive branch of the public service on 
which depends the safety of the Customs 
pre^^ntiTe'service. th ° Revenue amounting toupwards of 10 lacs 
of Rs. is now placed on a better footing. 
The salaries of peons, head peons and inspectors have been 
now increased. 


521. A sum of 5,00,000 Rs, was sanctioned by His 
Highness the Maha Rajah to be devoted 
u o wor s. to restoration of the tanks in the 
Nanjinad, so that those reservoirs may be able to hold a 
full supply of water from the channels which have lately 
been repaired. Of this sum, Rs. 50,000 are to be expended 
during the current year.

A small library was sanctioned for the law-class in 
the College and an annual prize insti¬ 
tuted to be awarded to the best student. 


524. The Principal of the College was, at his own re¬ 

quest, relieved of the direct charge of the English district 
schools-in order to give him more time to devote to the 
College itself. A European gentleman, a Master of Arts of 
a Scotch University was appointed Superintendent of 
district schools, the Principal of the College under the 
designation of Director of English Education still retaining 
the power to direct the course of instruction and advise the 
Superintendent. * 

525. A Government district school was established at 
Vyeome. The number of pupils attending the English 
district schools rose from 1,959 in 1061 to 2,470 in 1062. 

526. In the Vernacular branch, grants-in-aid were 
given to 30 additional schools, thus raising the number of 
aided schools ta 901. The number of pupils attending the 
Vernacular schools rose from 44,471 in 1061 to 45,739 in 
1062. The number of girls increased from 8,524 to 8,692.

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•527. Arrangements have been made with the Superin¬ 
tendent of district schools for the establishment of a 
gymnasium in each of the district schools at Kotar, Quilon 
and Alleppey. 

528. A medical school and hospital for the training of 
midwives and sick nurses was sanctioned during the year 
in connection with the celebration of Her Majesty’s Jubilee. 

529. His Highness the Maha Eajah also sanctioned 

funds for inaugurating a course of 

" c eotnwi - lectures in the college open to the pub¬ 
lic, the lecturers to receive an honorarium out of the sanc¬ 
tioned fund. A committee of European and native gentle¬ 
men was appointed to give effect to the scheme. 

530. A new dispensary for the benefit of the people 

living in and about the fort (Trevan- 
services. r i rum ) was sanctioned but could not be 
opened in the year for want of a suitable building. A 
house has been rented since the close of the year, pending 
the erection of a new building by the D. P. W. A hospital 
at Lalum in North Travancore has also been ordered to be' 
built. 

531. The Medical Department has been strengthened 
by the appointment of three subordinates, two of whom are 
licentiates of the Madras university and one who passed 
out of the Madras medical college as an Apothecary and 
hopes to go up for a degree. 

532. A grant-in-aid has been made to the building fund 
of a new dispensary at Nagercoil in connection with the 
Londtm Mission Society. A contribution has been sanction¬ 
ed for a charity hospial to be built by private subscriptions at 
Alleppey. An annual grant of 400 Rs. has been promised 
to the Archbishop’s hospital at Manganny in North Tra- : 
vancore, and of 110 Es. to the local fund dispensary at Bodi- 
naikanoor in British territory which treats coolies working 

’ on Travancore estates. 

533. Grants were made during the yearfor conservancy 

establishments for the towns of Allep- 

onservancy. pey ; Cottayam, Quilon and Nagercoil 

and the administration of the funds entrusted to small local 
•committees. .. 
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584. The Account department which works on a very 
Miscellaneous antiquated system lias been separated 
" iatt a " eo ”' s ' from the revenue department of which 

it hitherto formed a part, and placed under the direct 
charge of a separate officer who had been sent to Madras and 
trained in the system of account keeping obtaining in the 
Presidency, with a view to reforming the system and bring¬ 
ing up arrears. 

585. Petition rules and leave rules have been framed 
and published. 

580. Arrangements have been made with Mr. D. 6. 

Cameron to form a company with a 
of !l capital of three lacs of Rupees to esta¬ 
blish a paper mill at Punalur to he 
worked by water power, the State guaranteeing interest for 
15 years at 4 per cent, though it is believed that the concern 
will pay itself after two years. Abundance of material for 
paper stock now going to waste in the neighbourhood of 
Punalur will thus become a marketable commodity. 

537. Negotiations are in progress with a view to 
mining for plumbago in Neduvengaud where the mineral is 
to be found in large quantities and of a superior quality.
